lowing the conference held here 
this week by the state and national 


Taliroad chairmen of the Travelers’ 
Protective association and prominent 


officiala of the United Commercial 
Travelers, the national board of di- 
rectors of the T. P. A at St. Louis 
have taken up the question of the pe- 
tition recently made to the interstate 
commerce commission by the railroad 
carriers of the southeast. 

The conference in Atlanta was called 
by R. A. Broyles, of Atlanta, national 
railroad chairman of the T. P. A. for 
the southéastern division. They were 
in session at the Piedmont hotel Fri- 
day, and as a result of their delibera- 
tions the national headquarters of the 
T. P. A. at Washington has now taken 
up the matter ‘with the interstate com- 
merece commission and will be repre- 
sented at the hearing of the petition 
by the carriers before the I. C. C. The 
date of this hearing has not yet been 
set. 
On receipt of advices from the At- 
lanta conference, the national board 
of directors at St Louis sent the fol- 
lowing wire to the interstate com- 
merce commission:

Brought Against Former 
Banker — Reid, Who Sues, 
Claims He Was Morse's 


Agent. 


New York, December 8 — The nature 
and importance of a suit begun last 
May against Charles W. Morse, the for- 
mer banker and steamship man, who 
was pardoned by President Taft while 
serving a sentence in the federal prison 
at Atlanta, was revealed today when a 
bill of particulars was filed in the 
federal district court here. Morse is 
now head of the United States Steam- 
ship company, which recently was 
awarded a contract by the United 
States government for the building of 
thirty steamers. 

Until the presentation of the particu- 
lars asked for by Morse’s attorneys, all 
that was known concerning the suit 
Was that it had been brought by Walter 
E. Reid, a steamshipman of Waterville, 
Maine, to enforce payment for services 
rendered. Morse, in his answer, denied 
having made an oral contract with 


Reid, as had been claimed by the lat- 


ter. 
Oral Contract Alleged. 

The bill of particulars alleged that 
an oral contract was entered into be- 
tween Morse and Reid while they were 
traveling on a train in Maine on Au- 
gust 10, 1909, whereby Reid was made 
Morse's agent and representative in his 


_ financial affairs and in the case of the 
United States against Morse growing 


out of the Ban of North America 
frauds. It is also stated that, in com- 
pliance with the alleged contract, Reid 
continued to act as Morse’s agent and 
representative during the two years the 
banker was in prison. 

A reference in the bill of particu- 
lars to Reid's execution of “directions 
concerning steps designed to procure a 
pardon for commutation of sentence 
of defendant,” indicates the possibility 
of the details being revealed of how 
a obtained the presidential par- 
on. * 

“Many of the details of these mat- 
ters,” it is stated, were the subject 
ef correspondence which the plaintiff 
left in defendant’s possession and, ac- 
cordingly, plaintiff can furnish said 
details only by reference thereto.” 


Particulars Wanted. 


The particulars not being regarded 
as full enough by Morse’s counsel, 
Judge Martin Manton directed Reid's 
attorney to supplement them by pro- 
viding names, dates and places and to 
describe “unwise enterprises,” Reid al- 
leges he prevented Morse and his wife 
from engaging in. 

Morse, on being convicted of vio- 
lating the national banking laws, en- 
tered the Atlanta penitentiary on Jan- 
uary 1, 1910, to serve a sentence of fif- 
teen years. When he was believed to 
be dying, President Taft pardoned 
him on February 1, 1912. 

Another suit against Morse for com- 
ensation for alleged services was 
rought in the supreme court in 1914 
— Ax C. Braum, a real estate dealer 
of this city. He asked for $100,000, and 
claimed that it was largely through 
his efforts that President Taft was in- 
duced to pardon Morse. Baum de- 
clared that he was retained by Morse 
both at conferences and by letter, and 
was promised he would be made 
wealthy “beyond his wildest dreams“ 
if he succeeded in bringing about the 
financier’s release from the peniten- 
tiary.

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Returns to Rome 
To Confess Arson 
After Nine Years 


Urged by Conscience, For- 
mer Georgian Comes Back 
From Arizona to Reveal 
Crime and Make Restitu- 


tion. 


Rome, Ga., December 8.— (Special.) 
Scourged by an uneasy conscience, 
George H. Jolly, formerly a store- 
keeper at Pinson's station, in this 
county, came all the way back from 
Arizona and confessed yesterday that 
he had committed arson nine years 
ago. Ill with tuberculosis and in need 
of money to go west, not expecting to 
live, and desperate, he burned the 
store and mill that he owned, obta:ned 
about’ $1,000 in insurance money and 
went west. 

In unburdening his mind to Judge 
Moses Wright yesterday the young 
man, now thirty years old, said that 
he had not had a peaceful moment 
since he committed the crime. He de- 
elared he had refrained from voting, 
feeling that he was a felon and was 
ashamed to look people in the face. 

A year ago he came back to Rome 
intending to confess—found his father 
very ill, and reluctant to cloud the 
honored family name by the confession 
of a misdeed, he remained until his 
father died, then went back to his | 
western home with his lips still seal- 
ed. Finally a few days ago the urge 
of conscience sent him here again and 
he told the whole story, and offered 
restitution. 

He paid last night to a local insur- 
ance agency $1,099.88 in full payment 
of the amount he received, with in- 
terest, leaving himself only a few 
dollars from the savings of a decade.

Washington, December 8.—Farly ter- 
mination of profiteering in the distrib- 
ution of foodstuffs is the hope of the 
food administration, now that most of 
the staple food commodities have been 
put under license.

British Headquarters in France, De- 
cember 8.—¢By the Associated Press.) 


The Germans Friday continued their 
work of reoccupying the devastated 
area bequeathed to them by the British 
hben General Byng made his with- 
‘drawal from the Cambrai salient. 

It was an unsavory task that faced ' 
the enemy. The Bourlon wood still was 
/reeking with oisonous gas: Grain- 
court Anneux, Cantaing, Noyelles, Mar- 
/coing and Masnieres were a waste of 
ruin and the low-lying ground on which 
1 Germans apparently had planned 
| to di their new trenches was over- 
look by the British positions. 

In this desert the big guns were 
hurling tons of explosives and machine 
gunners were whipping a constant 
stream of bullets into the ranks of the 
enemy sent forward , sheng for 
desirahle points available for defense. 
Meanwhile, the major portion of the

German Dugouts fer Tommies. 

As a matter of fact part of their 
work was done for them by the Ger- 
mans in the famous Hindenburg 
trenches.

The British, who held Bourlon wood 
so gallantly, were compelled to wear 
gas masks most of the time they were 
in the forest. The ground was swampy

was covered with underbrush. These 
two features resulted in gas hanging 
about the wood in clouds. In some 
points it was perilous even to remove 
the mask to eat or drink. It was also 
extremely difficult to dig in, as every 
time a spade full of earth was turned 
the soggy soil gave out more gas. Yet 
it is believed the British could have 
maintained the wood. 

It is impossible to give an adequate 
estimate of the number of German 
troops employed in the operations along 
the new battle line since General Byng 
began his push on November 20, but 
it is probably not far out of the way 
to say that the enemy had something 
like 250,000 men. Many recently had 
been brought from other fronts.

FINALLY MACON GETS 
CLEARINGS SET RIGHT 


Increase for Past Week Near 
Half Million Ahead of 
Last Year. 


Macon, Ga., December 8.—(Special.) 
From now on the city of Macon is going 
to get a square deal at the hands of 
the local agencies of the financial re- 
porters in the matter of comparative 
figures on bank clearings, and if the 
report for the first week is an indica® 
tion of what future reports will be the 
city will take high rank with cities of 
similar size in the soujheast. 

Something over a year ago the local 
clearing house was abolished, follow- 
ing the sale of the American National 
bank, the Citizens’ and Southern Bank 
of Savannah, the latter clearing its own 
out-of-town checks and all the other 
Macon banks being compelled to do 
likewise, though the Fourth National 
bank has continued to operate a clear- 
ing house for local checks. During 
the past cleairngs of a year ago when 
both out-of-town and local checks were 
cleared through the central clearing 
house, with the clearing house figures 
for this year with the out-of-town 
checks excluded. As a result, the com- 
parison has indicated that millions of 
dollars less business was being done 
each month than during the previous 
year. Macon is doing ‘more business 
and the banks are handling more 
money now than they have ever done 
before. In the publication of these 
comparative reports there has been no 
explanatory note showing that out-of- 
town checks were not included. 

The past week has furnished the first 
chance this year when a just compari- 
son could be made with last year and 
it shows up well for Macon. For the 
week ending December 6, 1916, the total 
bank clearings yey | for Macon were 
$2,347,121, while for the same week this 
year the total is $3,295,447, or an in- 
crease of $448,351. The increase is at- 
tributed largely to the fact that the 
army camp has been located here, 
bringing thousands of dollars into the 
coffers of the local banks. Few busi- 
ness failures are reported, and but for 
bankruptcy petitions filed by individ- 
uals the bankruptcy division of the 
2 court would find itself without 
grist.

War bréad will have a place on At- 
lanta dinner tables Monday. The fed- 
eral food administration has decreed 
that all concerns in the country manu- 
facturing bakery products shall go 
under federal license Monday morning 


and has also decreed that less sugar 
and less lard or other shortening shall 
be used in the manufacture of bread by 
licensed bakers. 

The new rules restrict the use of 
more than three pounds of cane or 
beet sugar to 196 pounds of flour; 
mot more than six pounds of skimmed 
milk to the barrel of flour, and not 
to exceed two pounds of compounds 
or two pounds of vegetable fats to the 
barrel of flour. 

When some of the bakers first read 
the new rules they threw up their 
hands in dismay. 

“Our customers will say they ask us 
for bread and we give them stones,” 
they said.

It is believed by the officers 
of the administration that a standard 
one-pound loaf of baked bread can be 
32 before the public at a cost of about 

cents cash, but it is admitted that

It is expected that a saving of about 
100,000,000 pounds of sugar and the 
same weight of lard will result from 
the enforcement of the new regula- 
tions, and the clause N ape = the 
return of unsold loaves will effect a 
saving equivalent to 600,000 barrels of 
flour a year. 

It is pointed out by the food admin- 
istration that the American war bread 
will be more palatable than the war 
bread of England, as the latter con- 
tains 25 per cent of other cereals or 
potatoes.

Vienna, December 8.—(Via London.) 
Austro-Hungarian general headquar- 
ters La issued the following etate- 
ment: 

“The troops of Field Marshal Con- 
rad von Hoetzendorf have won further 
successes in their attacks. After hand- 
to-hand engagements lasting several 
hours, Austrian rifle regiments broke 
the enemy's resistance on Monte Sise- 
mol. With the fall of this bulwark 
which had been stubbornly defended 
for weeks, the Italians lost more than 
1,000 prisoners and large quantities of 
war material of every description. The 
total number of prisoners captured 
since Tuesday east of Asiago has in- 
creased to 15,000; the booty and guns 
also have increased.“ 


LOCAL FIGHTING 
AROUND CAMBRAI, 
BRITISH REPORT 


London, December 8.—“On the Cam- 
brai battle frönt some tocal fighting 
occurred this afternoon east of Bour- 
Sies,” says the official report from 
British headquarters in France to- 
night. “On the remainder of the front 
there was no infantry action. 

“The enemy’s artillery activity dur- 
ing the day was directed principally 
against our positions in me neighbor- 
hood of the Flesquieres, Monchy Le 
Preux and Passchendaele sectors.’ 


ARTILLERY DUELS

Paris, December 8.—“There was ac- 
ve artillery fighting last night on 
the right bank of the Meuse, particu- 
larly in the sector between Bezonvaux 
and Beaumont and in the region of Hill 
344,“ says today’s official communica- 
tion. “In the region south of Senones 
the Germans attempted to raid one of 
our small posts. They were repulsed 
completely. 

“The night was comparatively quiet 
on the remainder of the front.“ 

The war office communication 
sued tonight follows: 

“There was intermittent artille ad- 
tivity today on various parts of the 
front. This morning the Germans at- 
tempted a violent surprise attack in 
the region of Beaumont. The at- 
tempt failed and the enemy left in 
our hands some prisoners and a ma- 
chine gun. 

“In the course of the bombardment 
carried out at Calais on the night of 
December 5-6 by German airplanes, 
seven persons were killed and a score 
wounded. ; 

“Army of the East, December 7: The 
artillery was rather active on the 
Struma. On the rest of the front in- 
clement weather and fog are hindering 
operations.”

ret every house in the district 
fell with a Crash. In nearly all of these 
fires started, and men, women and 
children — mostly children — were 
crushed to death or mangled under the 
debris which a moment later was a 
roaring flame. 

ere was no chance of escape. The 
horror surrounding the burning to 
death of hundreds who were unable to 
move is realized here, but this town 
has not yet awakehed to the enormous 
loss of life. Estimates of 1,500 dead, 
accepted heretofore ag high, seem far 
below the mark, after traveling over 
the Richmond district, where the Drunt 
of the blow fell. 

Some idea of the powerful havoc of 
the explosion was gained as the cor- 
respondent viewed scores of trees, bur- 
ly of trunk, that literally were snapped 
in two, ten feet from the ground. Big 
brick structures came down with 
smaller ones of frame, but it wag in 
these modest dwellings that the great- 
est loss of life occurred. 

Fortunately it happened before hun- 
dreds of children had gathered at the 
big school in the hear of the district, 
which was wrecked. But most of these 
same youngsters were caught while 
playing about their homes.

Nearby, hard on the beach where it was 
driven by the explosion, lies the crip- 
pled relief ship, and nearer still the 
Canadian cruiser Niobe stands with no 
apparent sign of damage. Other and 
smaller ship hulks, offer mute evidence 
of the disaster, while fourteen hun- 
dred freight cars on the water front 
were burned to the base. All over this 
wide area the story is the same. There 
is a sloping hill that runs down to the 
water and at the top a church still 
stands with every window gone, its 
walls cracked and its steeple leaning 
like the Tower of Pisa. Around and 
about on every side are the black and 
charred ruins where most of the con- 
gregation lived. Further to the edge 
of the devastated area another church 
escaped, but every window frame was 
ripped out clean. 

It was almost impossible to make 
progress over the streets because of 


the great drifts of snow. It lay deep 
upon the wreckage and tonight it had 


fied the attempts of searchers to dig 
through with picks. 

How long it will take this ice to 
thaw nobody knows. In any other 
time the blizzard yesterday would have 
caused much suffering, but coming on 
top of the greater disaster, it simply 
stunned the thousands of volunteers, 
not personally afflicted, and demoraliz- 
ed all effort for concerted searching. 

Right in the heart of this area fires, 
starting Thursday, blazed tonight like 
bon fires and the crowds moving along 
the rough snow paths caught some- 
thing that made the atmosphere here 
wellenigh unbearable. It was the odor 
of burning flesh. 

e flames leave little trace and this 
fact may give substance to the new of- 
ficial estimate of 4,000 dead, There was 
no accurate census of the population 
of Richmond district. Families came 
and went, and when whole families 
were lost there was no one left to re- 
port their deaths. The Halifax man 
who has not looked upon this section 
can no more approximate the death 
toll than can the Boston man. Picture 
two and a half square miles of homes 
torn down by an explosion and then 
left to the fury of the flames, and the 
person 1,000 miles away can get an 
idea of the extent of the disaster. 

Walls at Dangerous Anctles. 

There are dismantled buildings in 
the rows of streets that have not yet 
been dragged down. The walls lean at 
dangerous angles, and window blinds, 
coated with ice, kept up an all-day 
flapping as the wind swept through. 
There are piles and piles of ruins that 
no available force at present here can 
clear away in weeks. Not much will 
be found to help solve the maddening 
riddle as to the number gone. 

Going outgfrom the business section, 
the newspaper correspondents obtained 
the first vivid impressſon in passing 
a wide snow-covered park with 600 
tents in which part of the homeless 
were being supplied with food and heat. 
There were not houses enough to shel- 
ter them, but the fact stands out that 
while the city was stunned Thursday, 
it provided quarters for every person 
in distress. The tent quarters were 
comfortable without doubt. 

Between this tented park and Rich- 
mond district are the morgues. A four- 
story school building, badly damaged 
by the jar, is the main morgue into 


which hundreds tramped today in 
search of the missing. But the view 
was heart-breaking to those who feared 
the worst, for the bodies were burned 
and blackened to such an extent that 
the only chance of identification ley 
in the possible finding of a trinket. Of 
the three hundred in this morgue not 
more than 60 bodtes had been claimed 
tonight. Bight hundred probably have 
been recovered. 

Various reports regarding large num- 
bers killed in certain buildings have 
been accepted generally as_ correct. 
Many of the injured died at relief sta- 
tions, while being removed to hospitals 
and elsewhere. Heretofore it has been 
more or less guess work, but the of- 
ficer in charge of the morgues fixed |

With everything buried under the 
snow, the search today was delaved, 
while the main forces were devoting 
attention to the injured.

ENGINEERING STUDENTS 


Under Certain Prescribed Con- | 
ditions—6,000 Students | 
Affected. | 


Washington, December 8.—Engineer- 
ing students in schools recognized by 
the war department were granted vir- 
tually act today from the selective 
draft act today under certain prescrib- 
ed conditions. The action resulted 
from a conference bétween Secretary 
Baker, Provost Marshal General Crow- 
der and officials of engineering s0- 


cieties. 
The students are viewed as military 


assets of the future and are granted 
preferred classification, as are medi- 
cal students in certain cases, so that 
they may complete their courses. 
They revert automatically to their for- 


mer classification on graduation and 
may be called out immediately as en- 
listed men of the engineer reserve. 
About six thousand students in 117 
recognized engineering colleges and 
schools are affected. 

After the conference General Crow- 
der issued an amendment to the se- 
lective draft regulations, giving such 
students the same classification as 
student doctors. Where they can pre- 
sent certificates showing that they are 
enlisted in the engineer reserve, they 
will be placed in class 5 by local 
boards. These certificates must come 
from the presidents of the institutions 
they attend, stating that they have 
shown ability that places them among 
the highest third of the graduates of 
such schools during the last ten years. 

A resolution adopted by the society 
for the promotion of engineering and 
approved by the Council of the Amer- 
ican Society of Engineers, was pre- 
sented at today’s conference. It is’ 
pointed out that a majoritv of the 
4300 engineering students graduated 
during 1917 are already in the national 
service and that one-third of the 1918 
class has already enlisted. 

“The danger is not that students in 
engineering will refrain from enlist- 
ing,“ the resolution added, “but that 
they will enlist before they are suffi- 


ciently trained to be most effective 
in active service.” 


GERMANS AND RUSSIANS 
GUILTY OF FOUL DEEDS 


Cardinal Bourne Scores Sol- 
diers of Protestant Kaiser 
and of Orthodox Czar. 


London, December 8.—Cardina] 
Bourne, archbishop of Westminster, to- 
day replied to The Morning Post’s com- 


ment on the statement of Cardinal Gas- 
parri, the papal secretary of state, last 


Wednesday in answer to The Post's ac- 
cusation that the vatican was impli- 
cated in disruptive propaganda in Italy 
and is unneutral. The newspaper’s edi- 
torial, in analyzing Cardinal Gasparri’s 
statement, had virtually reiterated its 
original accusation. 

“Just below your denunciation of the 
sovereign pontiff,” Cardinal Bourne 
said, “I read in large letters the down- 


fall of Russia.’ If what you tell us un- 
der the heading is true, I shall not hurt 
the cause of the allies by saying that, 
while our foes, the Germans, were per- 
secuting Catholics in Belgium, our al- 
lies, the Russians, were persecuting 
Catholics in Galicia. 

“On the one hand Cardinal Mercier, 
although insulted, was free to speak 
and act and he has done so to con- 
siderable purpose, On the other hand, 
the archbishop of Lemberg was exiled 
and thrown into prison and treated with 
contumely. 

“The soldiers of the protestant kaiser 
and the soldiers of the orthodox czar 
alike, have stained innumerable pages 
with their foul deeds. I personally 
brought these terrible events to the 
mind of representative Russians in Eng- 
land and they were deplored but not 
denied. Our own government depre 
cated, nay, prevented any allusion to 
them and at no time uttered any public 
protest against them. I do not suggest 
— no diplomatic representations were 
made.”

Madrid, December 8.—A telegram re- 
ceived here from Oporto says that the 
revolution in Portugal has ended with 
the success of the revolutionaries and 
that the government hase resigned. 

Dr. Alfonso Acosta, former premier 
and minister of finance, has formed a 
provisional government, including Dr. 
Sidonio Paes, formerly Portuguese min- 
ister to Germany. It is reported that 
all is quiet in Lisbon and Oporto. 


Recent dispatches cabled from Lon- 
don to the United States have said 
that telegraphic communication de- 
tween Spain and Portugal had deen 
shut off, it being intimated that news 
of the situation in Portugal was being 
rigidly censored by the authorities of 
the republic. 

In September last a general strike 
of workmen resulted in rioting at Lis- 
bon and in consequence of those disor- 
ders the entire republic was declared to 
be in a state of siege.

Gulfport, Miss., December %8.—-The 
United States’ declaration of war on 
Austria-Hugary is expected to seriously 
affect the oyster, fish and shrimp in- 
dustry of the Mississippi gulf coast, 
because of the labor problem involved 
in this section, — to state - 
ments of men prominently identified 
with that industry here today. It was 
estimated that approximately 32,500 
Austrians and Bohemians, men and 
women, are employed in the fishing and 
sea food packing industries along the 
Mississippi coast, very few of whom 
have been naturalized, and under rul- 
‘ings of the federal government these 
laborers must be kept away from water 
fronts and harbors. 

A large number of Austrians thus 
employed in the coast cities are ap- 
plying for naturalization papers and 
ithe managers of the oyster, fish and 
shrimp packing plants are urging 
aliens affected to adopt a similar 
course, unless they prefer to lose their 
employment. 

The managers of the packing plants 
and operators of fishing vessels ex- 
pressed the fear that they would have 
| great difficulty finding laborers to take 


the places of the aliens, and were ap- 
prehenstve that heavy curtailment of 
their business might result unless the 
government provided some means of

Washington, December 8.—Because of 
the unsettled status of the railroad sit- 
uation, special interest attached today 
to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion’s compilation of figures on oper- 

ting expenses and reyenues of 128 
oads for the month of tober. 

Operating income was $67,500,000, a 
decrease of $12,000,000, compared with 
October last year. All districts showed 
a material falling off except the south- 
eastern, where the roads’ net. income 
was-only $14,000 loss than a year ago. 

The eastern roads reported operating 
income of $22,132,000, as compared with 
$26,527,000 in 1916; western roads, 331. 
882,000 compared with $39,475,000 a year 
ago, and southern roads, $1,497,000 as 
compared with $13,517,000 last year. 

For. the ten months ending with Oc- 
tober the roads reporting showed to- 
tal operating income of $581,000,000 as 
against $623,000,000 the same period of 
of 1916. For the ten months the south- 
ern roads only reported an increase in 
income, and the total was less than 
$,1000,000.

Forecaster Predicts That It 
Will Be 10 Degrees Above 
Zero by Early Monday

killing weather is indicated for next 
week,” says C. F. von Herrmann, the 
district meterologist. 
With the mercury falling and the 
wind rising, Atlanta is experiencing 
her first real winter weather of the 
season. A cold wave arrived in the 
city early Saturday morning and the 
indications are that it will stay sev- 
eral days. 

There were a few vagrant flakes of 
snow in the air shortly after dark Sat- 
urday night, but the weather will be 
Clear and cold, with high northwest 
winds during the day, and much colder 
tomorrow. The mercury is showing a 
distinct inclination to reach the bot- 
tom of the tube. Last midnight the 
thermometer registered about 25 de- 
g@rees, and was falling, with every in- 
dication that it would get down to 8 or 
10 degrees above zero Monday .morn- 
ing. as forecast by the weather bureau. 

The cold wave seems to be general all 
over the country, but Georgia is more 
fortunate than many states, as the sud- 
den drop in the temperature is not ac- 
companied by a heavy fall of snow. 
Trains arriving in the city last night 
from the north were carrying from

A rumor Agee gt 4 the city Thursday 
to the effect that e embargo on coal 
shipments from the Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee fields to the northwest had been 
raised perturbed the coal men, as they 
saw that such action would reduce At- 
lanta’s supply. However, a telegram 
received from Washington Saturday re- 
assured them, as it is stated an em- 
bargo is still in force on coal for the 
northwest, and the order to the mines 
to supply Atlanta with 200 carloads 
of coal a week still holds good. 

»I have not heard of anyone being 
unable to get a small supply of coal,” 
said Henry Kennedy Saturday. “I have 
heard of some delays in delivery, but I 
have also heard of instances where 
coal dealers cut the price for custom- 
ers who would arrange to send a wag- 
on for the coal they need. I do not an- 
ticipate that there will be any real suf- 
fering on account of a fuel shortage. 
If the cold weather continues and we 
do not receive our quota of coal from 
the mines, it will be necessary for us 
to take some steps to insure an equita- 
ble distribution of the available supply. 
We may decide to go before the city 
council and ask to have an ordinance 
passed requiring all purchasers to make 
an affidavit that they have no surplus 
of coal on hand.”

The weather bureau predicts near 
zero weather for Monday, with the pros- 
pect of having the mercury hover 
around the 10 degree mark for several 
days.

BELL SERVICE FLAG 
GUNTAINS 388 STARS 


Nine States in the South Are 
Represented by Men From 
Every Branch. 


The service flag of the southern 
group of Bell telephone companies, 
comprising the Southern Bell company, 
the Cumberland company and asso- 
clated companies, is displayed at the 
headquarters building, 78 South Pryor 
street, Atlanta. 

The flag measures 10x12 feet, and at 
present contains 388 blue stars. It is 
the largest service flag, and contains 
more stars than any yet displayed in 
Atlanta. 

The stars on the flag represent men 
in every branch of the government 
service, and they are men from every 


branch of the telephone service, includ- 
ing the chief engineer and commercial, 
plant and traffic officials. 

The stars represent men from nine 
states in the south, and practically all 
of them are being id by the tele- 
phone company the difference between 
the government pay and the pay in the 
telephone service. 

One hundred and eighteen of the men 
comprise two companies of thé Four 
Hundred and Second Telegraph bat- 
talion of the Reserve Signal, coprs now 
in training at Columbia, C. These 
men were selected by thé” telephone 
company from a large number of vol- 
unteers when the government re- 
quested the company to furnish two 
companies of the signal corps. 

The service record flag of the Bell 
telephone system as a whole, which is 
displayed at 195 Broadway, New York, 
contains 6,860 stars. The stars were so 
numerous that it was necessary to 
place them on this flag in the shape of 
figures. The Bell system flag, of 
course, includes the men in the south- 
ern group, as well as in all other Bell

All right, when you know you are 
living wrong a man doesn’t need to 
be afraid of going to hell. He can say, 
“This isn’t the right way to live, I am 
going to live right,“ and then be man 
enough to live right for God and for 
God's truth, That's all the Lord wants 
you do. 3 
Jesus said there was an endless hell 
for the sinners: He only gave us one 
view, my friends, but that's enough. 
For that view He gave us was true, 
and it wouldn't help any more if He 
had given us a hundred. He only pulled 
the curtain aside once and let us look 
into the pit; no attempt at frightening 
men and women to be repentant. Re-

Death-Bed Repentance. - 

We have all seen, most of us, cases 
of death-bed repentances which con- 
vince us that they are uncertain,.I do 
not ony that none are genuine. I do 
say, I believe only a few. I don't con- 
demn all. 

The Bible mentions one. That was 
the thief on the crossabut that was the 
first time he ever saw Jesus Christ or 


ever heard of Him. He accepted the 
first invitation. Some af you old sin- 
ners have had wagon loads of sermons 
dumped into you, Yo have been 80 
ing to church for ten, fifteen or twenty 
years. You haven't yielded, so your case 
is not like the theif’s on the cross. This 
isn’t the first chance you men and 
women have had to be Christians. If 
you had aceepted Him the first chance, 
I wouldn’t have any sinners to preach 
to, for nearly everybody has had a 
chance to be a Christian. But this fel- 
low’s was the first he ever had and he 
took it, so your case isn't. like his, 

Mind you, 1 don't say none are gen- 
uine, don’t misunderstand me, but nine 
times out of ten when a man’s afraid 
to die or a woman til the preacher has 
come and prayed over them, let them 
get well and they will be as big a 
wo hy as they were before they got 
sick.

If fear had been necessary, I don't 
believe I'd ever been saved. I wasn't 
frightened, I had no fear of Ged in 


that sense of the word. I had no spe- 
cial fear of what was to come 
conscience told me that I was wrong, 
and I wanted to be right, and I believe 
ninety-nine people out of a hundred 
want to be right. You will find one 
that don't. All right, let them go to 
the devil if they don’t want to be right; 
I can't do anything to help them any 
more than I am, 

My consicience told me I was wrong 
our conscience tells you you are 
wrong—and I wanted to be right. Al- 
though I am a Presbyterian, my mother 
was a Baptist.

Repentence isn’t conviction of un 
alone, Many think it is. I have heard 
people say that's what it is, but no- 


ody can repent without fi 
—4 are ale Nob Gade — 
the doctor wihtout first of all he is con- 
vinced that he needs the doctor. A man 
never will be a Christian unless he is 
convinced that he will be a sinner. 

Now men are often deeply convicted 
of sin, but they go right on in sin. 
Sometimes they will join the church, 
but there will be no change in their 
lives, and yet I have more respect for 
a fellow that will join the chur 
it he don’t, change his life than f fade 
for the guy that won't join the church 
and won't change his life because that 
man may hear something thta will 
convert him, while this fellow won't 
go to church and he is sure not to hear 


bejanything. I have got more respect for 


him anyway. 

And sometimes they will cheat and 
swear and lie and commit adultery. 
They were convicted but they wouldn't 
repent and forsake their sins and with- 
out repentance end faith in

Intimated Further Price- 
Fixing and Long War 
Prospect Weakens Mar- 
ket, While I. C. C. Report 
Strengthens Railroads. 


New York, December, 8.—(Special.)— 
The cross threads of news from Wash- 
ington during the past week caused a 
rapid change of front. There was 
strength at first on the reports that 
a more constructive program was to 
be expected from the present congress, 
but this was followed by extreme weak- 
ness when it was found that the presi- 
dent’s message spoke of further price 
fixing and gave every indication that 
a long war is to be expected. This 
weakness was at its height when the 


reassuring words in the report of the 
secretary of the treasury in connec- 
tion with further government financ- 
ing and in regard to the efforts of the 
government to prevent further dis- 
turbance to business were published, 
but the main cause of the recovery 
late in the week was the news of the 
proposal of the interstate commerce 
commission that the government take 
over control of the railroads during the 
period of the war. 

This produced by far the best buy- 
ing that has been seen in the market 
for the last three months. There was 
a special rush for the stocks of the 
railroads which have been bothered by 
the problems of financing. This in- 
cluded several roads which will be un- 
der absolute necessity to do some fi- 
not in a position to continue their di- 
vidends if they could not finance suc- 
cessfully. or in one or two cases, where 
successful new financing would have 
removed a serious possibility of re- 
ceivership. It has been evident for some 
time that it will be impossible for the 
roads to provide new funds under pres- 
ent conditions, but if the government 
takes them over for the war period, it 
— be necessary to provide for financ- 
ng. 

It is also believed that the present 
dividend and interest rates will be 
maintained if they go under govern- 
ment control. These considerations 
were immediately grasped by the se- 
curity market interests and they 
promptly placed large orders for rail- 
road stocks, on the theory that the 
great danger which has been hanging 
over the railroads for many months is 
now removed. If this step goes through, 
it may later lead to government owner- 
ship, but it is now the sentiment in 
investment circles that such a possibil- 
ity could not be as much a source of 
danger to the security of railroad bonds 
and stocks as the present state of af- 
fairs whereby the roads are continually 
at the mercy of labor, are experiencing 
advances in costs that have destroyed 
a safe margin over dividend or fixed 
charge requirements in net earnings, 
but where rate advances are hard to 
get and take a long time to complete. 


R. R. Stocks Rebound. 


There were many railroad stocks 
which had sold down to levels which 
discounted every possibility of bad and 
allowed for no chance but a favorable 
turn, at the prices that had been reach- 
ed. Several of these stocks went up 
2 to 5 points within two hours after 
the I. C. C. proposals had been made 
known. There was also good buying 
in the industrial list, but for the first 
time in months there was a larger vol- 
ume of trading in the rails, in the hours 
following the receipt of the news, than 
in the rest of the list. There are many 
signs that the latest trend of events 
has definitely ended the pessimism in 
the securities markets. Therefore, un- 
less congress does not take some meas- 
ure for railroad relief and disregards 
the recommendation of the interstate 
commerce commission, it is believed 
that there will be an orderly advance 
in securities in general during the next 
few months, at least.

Cross Threads of Washington News 
Cause Rapid Changes in the Street 


| Ported to have been thrown on the mar-

As this is 
not expected, in view of the steady 
Stream of selling in them, unless there 
are prospects of a good conversion 
privilege for them, it is probable that 
there will be some hints soon regard- 
ing better terms for the next loan, prob- 
ably a tax free or partly free provi- 
sion, or possibly a slightly higher rate 
of interest, 


Government Buying Increasing. 

The colume of government buying of 
all kinds for war use is reported to be 
steadily increasing, with so much more 
of it in sight that it is believed that 
soon half of the output of the metal 
industries may be either directly or in- 
directly under contract for war pur- 
poses. There are signs that the na- 
tion is to play a much more important 
part in the war than had been sup- 
posed until recently when the separate 
Peace movement started in Russia. 
While this has meant price fixing to 
limit possible profit at the start and 
will mean a small chance for un- 
usual profit in any event even without 
allowing for the tax deductions, it also 
means that employment will be pro- 
vided for the many thousands who are 
finding conditions difficult in the lines 
of business which are suffering be- 
cause of the war. Trade is very slack 
in all lines devoted to 4 and 
the call for more and more self-denial 
throughout the coyntry will probably 
mean a much greater falling off in 
these lines. Many industries are also 
experiencing slack conditions owing 
to the high cost of raw materials or 
the freight congestion or other causes, 
but all of them will probably see 
some improvement when current meas- 
ures for relief are in force excepting 
those devoted to luxuries. 
The conservation of resources is be-

A Patriotic Duty. 

That it is a patriotic duty to raise 
chickens is amply proven by the 
United States government appropriat- 
ing over $148,000 to speed up poultry 
production and also the fact that the 
food commissioner is urging the use 
of more eggs, poultry, fish and other 
At many 


ing the use of poultry, eggs, etc. 
Philadelphia, one on the postoffice 
building says: Use less beef, rk 
and mutton. Use more eggs, poultry, 
fish and cheese,” 

If it is patriotic to use poultry and 
eggs on the table for eating, it is 
much more patriotic to raise your own 
poultry and eggs and thus in a two- 
fold way assist in winning the war. 

Another great reason in these days 
of increased living cost is a finan- 
cial one—it pays to keep chickens—all 
pessimistic talk to the contrary. It is 
true that it requires more care and 
closer 1 Again, it is especially 
and undisputedly true that the small 
raiser of poultry, where by-products 
and table waste are utilized, can most 
8 raise chickens with profit 
financially. Again, the sole and only 
“pay” in keeping chickens cannot be 
reckoned in dollars and cents alone, 
for the paying comes in through hav- 
ing a more satisfactory chicken for 
dinner occasionally and fresh and sat- 
K eggs for morning breakfasts. 
Even if there should be a small loss in 
one’s poultry keeping operations dur- 
ing these high-priced grain times, the 
money loss is mofe than evened up 
by these reasons of having a better 
product where it is home-grown and 
where only a few chickens are kept. 


Price of Meats Soaring. 


The soaring price of all meats is 
causing many to turn to poultry rais- 
ing. A few hens will give the needed 
eggs to cut down the meat bill and a 
broiler or a roasting fowl weekly 
helps to cut down the red meat bill 
still more. 

It does not require any heavy in- 
vestment of capital to keep chickens, 
and thus be patriotic and also reap a 
financial profit in good juicy fowls 
and nice, fresh eggs. 

It is better to start on a small scale 
at any time, but with conditions as 
they are today it is even more impor- 
tant that the inexperienced keep only 

few to start with. 

There is no farming or live stock 
raising, excepting war gardening, 
where so limited a capital may be em- 
ployed to such good profit. 

Many families have a heavy wastage 
from gardens and kitchens, refuse that 
only poultry or pigs will eat, and this 
all can be and should be utilized by 
poultry keeping. This helps to cut 
down the cost of upkeep. But it will 
not do to depend altogether on table 
scraps and kitchen refuse to feed chick- 
ens, as they do not do well on these 
aloné. These should be mixed with 
grains and mash feeds. 

Getting a Start. 

Referring to the capital to start 
keeping chickens, hens or pullets- may 
be had at from a dollar or so a head, 
although it will pay to get a better 
grade, say from three dollars a fowl 
up, if simply egg production or eating 
chickens are desired. I[t is not neces- 
sary to have a male unless it is desired 
to raise young stock from the hens, 
For a house, a woodshed, or even a 
large drygoods box may be turned into 
small and simple house to hold a 
few hens on the back lot. Thus an 
investment of $10 will get a start of 
a round half a dozen laying hens. 

The third reason is one of pleasure. 
It is a keen pleasure to the average 
human to produce anything. There is 
joy to the real man in knowing that 
his labor is adding something, even a 
small mite, to the useful products of 
the world. This feeling comes with 
more force when the product is to be 
used at home, such as those from a 
garden or from powstey keeping. 

There is delight to the average man 
in watching the response to good treat- 
ment of fowls, and no animal is 80 
quick to reward good treatment or 
equally quick to show poor results if 
neglected or improperly cared for. The 
words above “average man, means 
that there are few of the men folks 
who do not enjoy the care required by 
fowls, although there are of course 
exceptions among the men, but pos- 
sibly mo exceptions among the women 
folks.

This brings them to 
business from October to December. 
Unless there,are special hatching and 


brooding advantages most pullets are 


belated. This month of December is 
therefore the month of mighty issue in 
the poultry yards. The weather is 
quite likely to be comparatively mild 
in most of our latitudes, and the su- 
preme opportunity is afforded to get 
the fowls, whether young or old, in 
top laying condition for the winter sea- 
son. 


Winter Quarters Important. 


There is no possible doubt that the 
best of protection against the sudden 
and fierce breaks in the weather dur- 
ing this month will be the biggest fac- 
tor in deciding your winter egg yield. 
The winter quarters should be well ar- 
ranged, therefore, as they will have to 
be when every fowl must be inclosed 
within four walls every moment of day 
and night. I do not mean that they 
are not to be permitted to go out of 
doors during the day when the weather 
is dry and not too cold this month. I 
do mean, however, that no risks must 
be taken with the treacherous Decem- 
ber weather. Every night this month 
the prospective layers must be securely 
inclosed so that a sudden burst of bliz- 
zard cannot harm them while they 
sleep. The door must be shut so that 
the fowls cannot run out at will in the 
early morning into any sort of killing 
weather that may have developed dur- 
ing the night. 

t’s the surprises that are the dead- 
ly enemies of success in business and 
in war. If the allies had been awake to 
the fearful danger that hung over Italy 
a few weeks ago, the face of the war 
map of Europe would be different to- 
day. If every poultryman were suffi- 
ciently awake to the stragetic fright- 
fulness of our American weather we 
would have a smaller shortage in our 
egg supply. Inclose them safely and 
securely every night, therefore, as the 
wise dairyman will inclose his high- 
grade milking stock, not permitting 
them to run loose in the early morning 
in all sorts of blasting storms accord- 
ing to their sweet wills. I count this 
one of the most vital points—in fact, 
the most vital point—-in getting to the 
biggest possible winter egg yield. 

e question of sufficient space is 
surely next in importance. Numberless 
poultrymen are bound to forget this 
matter every year. How common it is 
to find a man herding a hundred “lay- 
ers“ in a space large enough for barely 
half that number. Fowls will’ exist un- 
der such crowded conditions; but it is 
Simply the height of folly to expect 
them to lay eggs. A flock of 500 will 
do well together in one pen; but that 
one pen must be large enough to afford 


[ample space for moving freely about. 
If you have 100 fowls and space enough | chasers. 
iments to give satisfaction and stand 


in the laying pen for only 50, it will be 
the part of wisdom to select 50 layers, 
and put the other half hundred birds 
where they will be in good condition 
for spring use, but will not be expetted 
to lay winter eggs. The iy selected 
ones will soon be rolling into your 
pocket big profits, while the one hun- 
dred, massed in together, would be only 
a source of irreparable loss. 


Care of Feed Essential. 


The food problem must be studied 
just as diligently. The food does get 
into the eggs. One of our agricultural 
colleges fed Limburger cheese to lay- 
ing hens as an experiment. The 
Stench of the stuff was distinctly and 
very objectionably noticeable in the 
esgs that were laid. Rumor says 
that some of these eggs were sent to 
the table of the president of the col- 
lege and hig comments were “some- 
thing fierce.” You can find winter egg 
rations in countless numbers in vari- 
ous books, bulletins and poultry maga- 
zines. Dr. Prince T. Woods, one of the 
ablest authorities on an poultry sub- 
jects in America today, gives the fol- 
lowing proportiong for a dry mash: cut 
clover or alfalfa, 60 pounds; coarse 
white wheat bran, 100 pounds; white 
middlings, 100 pounds; corn meal, 100 
pounds; ground oats, 100 
feed, 100 pounds; best 
pounds; best fish scraps, 50 
This mash is kept before the layers all 
the time. In addition, of course an 
abundance of green food in the form of 
sprouted grain, cabbage beets or 
whatever may be available, is to be 
fed, and great care is to be taken with 
the drinking fountains, while grits and 
oyster shells are to be always at hand. 

The nests should be carefully stud- 
ied. A laying hen is exceedingly par- 
ticular about the place in which she 
deposits her precious eggs. Instincts 
are powerful in the protection of these 
Ovals that mean the death or the per- 
pesuation of the species. Poultrymen 
ose many eggs by neglecting to pro- 
vide nests in sufficient numbers and 
in sufficient form. A pen of fifty lay- 
ers should have at least a dozen nests, 
Or an average of a nest to every four 
fowls. Hens much re partial pri- 
vaey for the sacred business of de- 
positing their eggs. To them this 
ways means the reproduction of their 
kind. The highly sensitive breeds 
should be most carefully provided for 
in this respect. If you doubt the se- 
riousness of is Dymo of the winter 
tet proposition, e the nests of a 
flock in the full flush of production.

Flemish Giant Rabbits. 


Henry E. La Bounty, one of the larg- 
est breeders of Flemish Giant rabbits 
in the west, has the following printed 
on the back of his letter heads:

All 
this is mighty interesting and some- 
thing in which any man has a just 
right to take pride.

Kitchen Waste for the Hens. 


When kitchen and table waste is to 
be fed to poultry it should be selected 
‘and prepared with a view to getting 
j ite full food value and at the same 
the. making it entirely acceptable to 


birds. 
| Not all of the refuse and scraps 
from the kitchen is suitable for poul- 
try food. Some things, as vegetable 
peelings, may be used when they con- 
stitute only a small part of the scraps, 
but when they are in excessive quan- 
tities it is better to dispose of them 
| separately. 8 
he same is true of coffee grounds 
and tea leaves. Fat meat in large 
pieces should not be put with sc. ps 
tor poultry, ®ecause a hen can swal- 
low a much larger piece of fat than 
10 good for her. By; cutting waste fat 
meat in pieces no! larger than one 
would cut for himself at the table, and 

y making sure that the fat does not 
exceed ten per cent of the scraps fed 
at one time the dangers in feeding fat 
are avoided, ; 

The best way to save kitcheh waste 
for poultry is to keep a one-gallon jar, 
of glazed or galvanized ware, with a 
cover in a convenient place, putting 
Anto this scraps of bread, cake and 
meat from the table, remnants of serv- 
ings of vegetables, cereals, pies, pes: 
dings, etc, and whatever waste from 
the preparation of meals is suitable to 
combine with these things in a mash. 

Once a day the contents of the jar 
should be turned into a pail of 1 — 
priate size and as much ground feed 
stuff mixed with them as can be stirred 
in with a strong iron spoon or a 
wooden atirring stick. The amount and 
kinds of ground feeds to be used will 
depend upon the quantity of water with 
the ecraps and whether any particular 
article predominates. a 
| For thickening a mixture of scraps 
of ordinary variety a mixed meal of 
equal parts by weight, of corn meal, 
bran and middlings is good. 
is an unusual proportion of very rich 
food in the scraps it may be desirable 
to use bran alone for thickening. The 
more meal that can be stirred in and 
still have all the meal moist the bet- 
ter. Mixing can be done much more 
easily and 2 by mixing in a 
pail having a capa 2 about three 
times the amount of scraps mixed 
at one time. 

If the mash with scraps makes more 
than one meal for the flock the pail 
should be kept covered until the next 
feeding. As a rule it is not advis- 
able to feed such a mash oftener than 
twice a day, but if mixed quite dry it 
may be fed three times, The occa- 
sion for this will exist only where 
scraps are so abundant that when 
thickened with meal they may be made

Egyptian Cotton. 


For many years the textile industries 
of this country have been importing 
Egyptian cotton for which they have 
paid prices 8 ad vanced over 
what is received here for short atapie, 
or even for our long staple uplan 
cotton. This cotton is of medium 
length and strength, with a slight 
yellowish tinge; it is used, without 
dyeing, in tne manufacture of certain 
kinds of curtains and underwear and 
has other uses in textile manufactures. 
The variety is late in maturing also 
and cannot well be grown in our cot- 
ton belt proper. It has always been 
Srown in Egypt by irrigation methods 
and does better than any other variety 
under irrigation conditions. 

The cotton experts of the United 
States department of agriculture in- 
troduced this cotton to the United 
States and began its cultivation in the 
southwest, where irrigation farmin 
is practiced, in the Imperial valley o 
California, and in the Phoenix and 
Yuma districts of Arizona. This being 
a small-bolled cotton, the farmers did 
not take readily to it, but as most of 
them were unfamiliar with large boll 
varieties, it was no doubt. easier to 
get them to grow this variety than it 
would otherwise have been. Near

basis; 50 points more for 1-inch, 100 
points more for 1 and 1-16, 250 points 
more for 1 and 1-8, and 400 points more 
for 1 and 3-16-inch staple. According 
to these figures, a farmer in such 8 
section of country would receive $2.50 
more for a 500-pound bale if 

one inch than he would if it had been 
7-8 inch.” . 

It is unquestionably unfair, when 
staple as short, as is sometimes sold, 
brings as much as the longer stapled 
cotton; if it is worth more to the mills, 
the grower should be paid an increase 
for growing it, and this injustice is now 
being more and more correc Every 
few days this fall we have read in the 
papers about some man, now here and 
now there, receiving an advanced price 
for his crop of long staple cotton, and 
this is as it should and as it likely will 
continue to be. 

When the subject, of difference in 
price for the short ple varieties is 
considered, it may be that the shorter 
stapl cotton, being usualy earlier in 
maturing than the longer stapled ones, 
have been picked out earlier and be- 
fore bein damaged by storms and 
hence is of better grade than the longer 
ones; in such cases the premium for 
extra length may not overcome the 
discount because of low grade. These 
two then being equal, could well be 
sold as a ‘round lot,“ in which so much 
is given for the cotton, no distinction 
as to grade or length being made. 

Returning to the subject of the long 
staple uplands, it would seem as if it 
would be the proper thing, now that 
less difficulty in marketing is being 
encountered, for all of our farmers to 
grow this type of cotton; the very fact 
that it brings a premium over the 
shorter cotton is evidence of its supe- 
riority, and good reason why the acre- 
age in it should be increased.

Many people are calling for fifty- 
fifty marmalades. The recipes below, 


though not of the fifty-fifty variety, 
reduce sugar to zero and introduce oth-

Prune Conserve—Two dozen prunes, 
1-3 pound raisins, 2 oranges, 1-3 cup 
corn syrup, % cup water, K cup nut 
meats. Dried apricots, peaches or can- 
ned plums may be used in this recipe. 


Wash and cut prunes in pieces; add 
peel, cu raisins and orange pulp and 
cut very fine; then add corn 
and water. Cook slowly until 
it Fy ae consistency of marmalade. Add 
chopped nuts five minutes befofe re- 
moving from fire. 

Carrot Honey—Take one pint grated 
raw carrot, two cups white syrup and 
two lemons. Mix ingredient and add 
the grated rind of one lemon. Heat 
slowly and simmer the mixture until it 
is thick and clear. Turn into scalded 
orig glasses and when cold cover with

Scotch Orange Marmalade—To two 
pints ground oranges (pulp, rind and 
juice), add two pounds of honey, and 
cook to a thick marmalade. 


Simple Sugarless Desserts. 

Hot rice or hasty pudding (corn meal 
mush) served with a sweet sauce makes 
a simple wholesome dessert. Chopped 
raisins or dates may be added to eith- 
er, but no sugar is needed.

Honey-Grape Sauce—Boil together 
until thick one cup of honey and one 
cup of grape juice. Apple sauce, prune 
juice, or the juice from canned fruit 
can be uged in this recipe. Another vari- 
ation can be made by using a cup of 
cooked apricots that have been run 
through the food chopper.

Will Go.to Washington 

Tuesday in Interests of 
Federal Appropriation for 
Experiment Station. 


Governor Dorsey will leave next 
Tutsday for Washington, D. C., where 
he will updertake to get the federal 

spropriation for the state experi- 

station released. 
SSappropriation has been with- 
tie agricultural department 
at d hgton ever since last July, 
on the ground that the state of Geor- 
gia is not complying with the federal 
statute which would entitle the experi- 
federal money. 

The money has been illegally given 
to Georgia for many years, according 
to officials of the agricultural depart- 
ment, and the state was notified that 
the legislature at its last session should 
revise the Georgia law ‘so that the 
state could comply with the federal 
statute, or the money would not be 


forthcoming. 

Owing to the crowded condition, of 
the calendar, the bill which was in- 
treduced for this purpose failed to 
come up for passage and the federal 
appropriation was cut off. 

The trustees of the State College of 
Agriculture and of the Georgia Exper- 
iment station met jointly recently and 
made a request of the governor. that 
he go to Washington, representing the 
two boards of trustees, and assure the 
department of agriculture that the 
next session of the legislature will 
pass the necessary legislation, and ask 
that the federal money due since last 
July and until the legislature meets 
be released for use. 

Should the legislature at its next 
session fail to act, then, it is said, 
Georgia will be without any claim upon 
Should the 
department fail to let 
Georgia have the money now sought, 
it is feared the organization at the 
experiment station will be disrupted 
and the state will suffer.

Suppose that this present war continues and more and more nurses are 
called to the front; and the hospital nursing force is depleted, and the num- 
der of nurses in the city decreased, and one day a dear one in your family 
is very Ul, and the doctor asks the services of a nurse and there is none to 


be had, —what are you going to do? 


Now this is a condition that is dangerously near at hand. Medical science 
and practical surgery more and more demand the aid of the trained nurse. 
Physicians and surgeons are rarely willing to take serious cases in the home 
unless they have the services of a trained nurse. 

Therefore, the great importance of seriously considering what would you 
do if the emergency at any time precipitated itself in your home, when, 
through being unfitted even as a nurse’s aid, you would be helpless in looking 
after the welfare of a patient who might be father, brother, husband, son, or 
mother, sister, daughter, or the helpless baby child? 

To equip women for this emergency, which ma? arise at any time, out of 
the war crisis as well as in it, the Atlanta chapter of the Red Cross society is 
offéring advantages, through the series of classes at present being taught 
under the heads “First Aids to the Injured,” “Dietetics,” “Surgical Dressings,” 
“Elementary Hygiene” and “Home Nursing.” 

‘Certificates in these classes qualify a woman to become a nurse aid in a 
military hospital, as well as equip her to do that home nursing which the 
American Red Cross society is urging women to learn to do. 

The demand which is being made by the government for trained nurses, 
the last call made through the womans committee, Council of National 
Defense, for 500, is rapidly depleting the hospital forces of this country, con- 
sequently the force of nurses drawn from for private nursing.

Miss Van De Vrede explained that the 
course in elementary hygiene and home 
care of the sick consists of 15 lessons 
of about one and a half hours’ dura- 
tion each. One-half of the lesson periods 
should ordinarily be devoted to theore- 
tical instruction and the other half 
to practical work and demonstrations. 
The following is an outline of,the les- 


ons which are divided into 15 chapters 


in the textbook on elementary hygiene 
and home care of the sick approved by 
the American Red Cress as the basis 
for this instruction: 

Bacteria and Their Relation to Health 
and Disease Causes and Transmission 
of Disease, Food, Water, Ice; Air, Ven- 
tilation, Heating, Lighting, Soil, Sew- 
age, Garbage; The House, Care of the 
House—The Laundry; Personal Hygiene 
—Public Agencies Concerning Health 
and Welfare; Hygiene of Infancy and 
Childhood; Beds, Mattresses, Pillows, 
Bedding; Bed-making; General Consid- 
eration of the Care of the Sick in Their 
Own Homes; General Care of Patient; 
The Use of Simple Sick-room Appli- 

Local Applications, and Ene- 
mata; Symptoms of Disease; Household 
Medicine Closet (dangers in the indis- 
criminate use of patent medicines, stim- 
ulants, etc).

“The Red Cross knows that the sol- 
diers and sailors want sweaters and 
other knitted articles. These goods can 
be obtained from the Red Cross in 
single garments only upon individual 
request; or, if in bulk, then upon the 


great the need is is best evidenced by 


produced by our Red Cross chapters in 
the last few months, we have been 
compelled to purchase 550,000 extra 
sweaters alone to meet the insistent 
demand made wpon us by our men for 
them. We are sorry that we had to do 
any puréhasing at all, because we 
know how much the soldiers and sailors 
of this country prefer the sweaters and 
other articles knitted oy the women of 
this country. 

At may be understood further that, 
in addition to the demands of our army 
and navy, we have very urgent de- 
mands from commissions abroad for 
like articles for destitute civilian pop- 
ulations—men, women and children— 
who, if not actually homeless, are very 
scantily clad and usually without fuel, 
in this cold weather, to warm their 
houses. 

„It is hoped that this general state- 
ment will satisfy the women of this 
country who have been devoting all 
their possible time to knitting for our 
men.

On the subject Mr. Brittain said: 


Old-Time Colleges. 

“Forty or fifty years since, nearly 
every city or town in the south had its | 
college or seminary. Few schools two 
stories high, and especially if built of 
brick, could escape the title if they 
carried the pupils as far as Cicero or 
Homer’s Iliad. I think it was Bishop 
Candler who told once of an experi- 
ence at a national educational associa- 
tion meeting in New York. A southern 
gentleman in attendance was asked as 
to the progress of education in his 
state, and replied that it could not be 
better, for.“ said he, ‘I myself have al- 
ready built two universifies, and have 
logs cut for the third.’ 

‘Sometimes we are Inclined to think 
that this easy-going generosity and 
love for high-sounding titles which 
have marked our section for years are 
still too much in evidence. Any man, 
or collection of men, who can put up 
a six-room building, or hire a hall, can 
get a charter for a university as well 
as a college from the legislature of al- 
most any southern state.

“It is zero weather and we are al- 
most entirely without heat. 

“In our hour off in the afternoon we 
go out on the beach and pick up drift 
wood which I. saw up with a Boche 
bayonet, given me as a souvenir—the 
exercise as well as the thought of the 
saw helps hegt one!”

It is only three days since I wrote 
you, but what a three days they have 
been!

“We are so accustomed to it I was 
not particularly alarmed. I stopped 
writing for the moment and started to 
make compresees, which I can make 
in the dark. 

“The doctor had come in to get my 
evening report (it was just before 
we go off duty). Just as I wae talking 
to him there wag a most terrific crash 
outside the hospital, then another, and 
six in rapid succession. After a few 
minutes’ lull and then another crash 
just outside of my window. When this 
one came I knew it was the hospital 
that was hit. 

“The doctor was between me and the 
door of my little operating room. 1 
don’t know how I got by him. I think 
I just pushed him aside. I had to get 
to my blind man, for the other patients 
could see. 

“As I entered the ward, two more 
blinding flashes came, and more 
crashes outside of the windows, which 
were all burst open by the concus- 
sion, and then the stillness of death 
came! We all eat huddled together, 


to see if we were in line for the next. 
Where Will Next Bomb Fall? 

‘I was assuring my patients that I 
was not at all frightened when I real- 
ized that I was holding the hand of 
the one I most wanted to calm, tightly 
clasped to my heart, and it would not 
have taken the acute sensitiveness of 
the blind to feel the sledge-hammer 
action of that register of fear. 

“One simply cannot describe the 
feeling of waiting those minutes to see 
where the next bomb II fall. It is 
only something, I hope,” I will never 
have to live through again—never— 
never—never. 

“My doctor told me afterwards that 
when I left him he went to see where 
the first bomb had fallen. Just as he 
got out of the hospital one of the 
hurses came up to him with blood 
streaming from her head and said: G0 
to the barracks—there are many killed 
and wounded.’ 

“He found eight killed and nine 
wounded. One of my orderlies who 
had been on night duty in my ward 
was killed. 

“Only one nurse was hurt, and she, 
fortunately, not much, for we need 
them all every minute. 

“J got downstairs after it was all 
over and my men were all calm, just 
in time to see them bring in the first 
six corpses, and in time to bathe and 
prepare for rest their brave persons. It 
was the first time I had ever touched 
a dead one still warm. When the sec- 
ond face I saw was that of my own 
orderly—I could do no more—I had 
to £0. 

Were Receiving Wounded. 

“The barracks where some of the 
men were killed was simply blown to 
bite. They were there receiving the 
wounded brought in by ambulances. 
Others had just finished supper and 


were just leaving the dining room, and 
one bomb fell just in the midst of 
them. 

Today they were buried — seven 
Frenchmen altogether in one ave. 
The Canadian doctor was buried yes- 
terday. The ceremonies were impres- 
“3. but oh! so harrowing. 

“Since the —T we have had 
plenty of fire wood from the splinters 
of the barracks, and these now furnish 
about our only source of heat. Do you 
wonder that I have had a bad cold 
sinoe the winter weather set in?

“READ THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE AND

“The message represents history put 
in the highest form of literature, and 
represents the very text-books of facts 
of which every man and woman of the 
nation should be students.

“This, then, is the real value of this 
Southern Association of Colleges. You 
fix the standards for universities, col- 
leges and high schools and in this way 
help the publie learn the distinction 
between the real thing and the imita- 
tion: You should not criticise or fe- 
flect upon the small colleges, provided 
they are honest in statements and aims. 
They not only serve a good purpose, 
but have done some of the noblest and 
best work in the land. It is humilat- 
ing and wrong, however, for a mixture 
of Follege and high school, or inatitu- 
tion with a miscellaneous collection of 
classes unable to pass a good eighth 
grade examination, to give its patrons 
and pupils the idea that it is a col- 
lege or university. Yet, like the quack 
doctors, their advertisements are every-

There are numerous wards, 
each of which having a sun parlor, 
which can be made bright, cozy and 
cheerful for the patients who need all 
we can do to help brighten them up 
when they are “down and out,” ag a 
sick man away from home always feels 
himself to be. 

The plan which the committee hopes 
to pursue is to have eacn ward adopt- 
ed by a Red Cross auxiliary, church 
socléty, patriotic league or fraternal 
organization, each to make attractive 
and cheerful the ward adopted. This 
meets with the hearty approval of Ma- 
jor Marietta, his assistants and nurses, 
all of whom are most eager to co- 
operate in any plan for the welfare of 
the boys in their care. 

Have Adopted Ward 4. 

The hospital linen supplies commit- 
tee has adopted surgical ward No, 6, 
Captain Hasbronck in charge, and 
will at once start the furnishing of 
the sun parlor. A number of beau- 
tiful ferns, rubber plants, spiraea and 
other plants have already been sent 
out, a bookcase and comfortable chairs 
and cushions will be provided, bright 
sash curtains hung, a writing table 
with stationery, a phonograph, scrap- 
book, magazines and games added in a 
short while. Each bed in the ward 
has a cot bag hanging from the head- 
piece, this to hold the personal effects 
of the patients while they are in the 
hospital—brush, comb, ietters, pipe, 
Testament, etc. Once a week a bas- 
ket of fruit, candy, cakes, beaten dis- 
cuit or some home-made delicacy made 
under the supervision or a Red Cross 
worker will be sent to the ward. 

It hag been suggested that tubercu- 
losis ward No. 18 be adopted at once, as 
it very much needs the little comforts 
and extra necessities the victims of 
this disease require.

War Department Orders 
Southern Camps Making 
the Transfers to Hold the 
Men Until National Guard 
Health Conditions Are 
Restored.

Washington, December 8.— (Special.) 
No more selectmen from Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee will be transferred 
fram Camp Gordon to the national 
gtard camps of the three southern 
states until health conditions in the 
tent camps improve, acording to orders 
just issued by Secretary of War Baker. 

The same order means that no fur- 
ther shipments of southern selectmen 
to national guard camps all over the 
south will be made until the same im- 


provement is made to the satisfaction 
of the war department. The orders 
state specifically that no troops are to 
be sent to Camps Sevier, Wheeler, 
Shelby, Beauregard, Bowie and Funs- 
ton, all of which are national guard 
camps. *% 

It now seems probable that some of 
the troops from Tennessee may be 
transferred to Camp Jackson, Columbia. 
S. C., which is the concentration point 
for southern selectmen in the national 
army, but all Georgia and Alabama 
selectmen will be held at the national 
army camps to which they report until 
notice of their transfer is served by 
the secretary of war. 

Large numbers of selectmen will un- 
doubtedly be held at national army 
camps throughout the south in compli- 
ance with the order, for at this time 
southern men who were exempted untll 
December 1 and 15 on account of agri- 
cultural and industrial reasons are re- 


porting for entrance to the national 
army.

RUSSIAN, A VOLUNTEER IN THE ARMY AT CAMP GORDON, 
ESCAPED FROM A GERMAN WAR PRISON AT STETINE, 
AND TELLS OF THE BARBARIC CRUELTY TO PRISONERS 


In so far as exciting adventures are 
concerned it is highly probable that 
Louis Schawitz, a native of Chernigo, 
Russia, and a member of the medical 
department of the 157th Depot Brigade 
at Camp Gordon, has the best record 
on the Georgia reservation. At first 
an emigrant from Russia, next interned 
in a German prison, later an eséaped 
fugitive in Switzerland and Denmark, 
and finally an enlisted man in the 
United States army, this is the series 


of developments passed through by 
the plucky little Russiah during the 
early stages of the present war 

It was in the summer of 1914 that 
Schawitz, unthinking of any possibili- 
ty of war, left his home in Russia to 
come to the United States to seek his 
He arrived safely in Ham- 
burg, Germany, and after a week’s stay 
became a passenger on a Hamburg- 
American liner bound for the United 
States 

One day out from Hamburg, how- 
ever, the commander of the boat re- 
ceived a wireless to the effect that war 
had been declared in Russia and that he 
must immediately return to port with 
his vessel This order was complie 
With, and on the return to Hambur 
the Russians on board were imprisone 
and the Germans and Austrians wer 
returned to their homes for immediat 
service in the army 

After being imprisoned for one week 
in a German military barracks the 
Russians were carried to the only 
available prison or internment camp 
available for the prisoners, which 
Schawitz says was a section of the 
etockyards on the docks at Stetine, 
Germany, formerly occupied by pigs. 
Into this place the young Russian 
States that some 4,000 Russians were 
crowded as war prisoners. 

During his stay in the makeshift 
prison the soldier states that he and 
the other prisoners were fed twice 
each day upon a little warm water in 
which were mashed a few grains of 
barley This was called “soup,” and 
two small cups of this mixture com- 
prised the sole food of the Russian in- 
terns

scenes of the most barbaric cruelty and 
violence to the prisoners during his 
stay at the prison. The men were 
often badly beaten, he says, and the 
women were also often subjected to 
the lash. Frequently he saw women 
beaten to the ground with the guns in 
the hands of German guards 

“I saw one young Russian woman 
knocked to the ground with the stock 
of a gun simply because she failed

Suffering under the treatment that | 


made it necessary to sleep in a dirty 
stable and permitted to eat only 
enough to keep life in his body the 

ussian resolved to escape, and after 
a stay of about two weeks in the camp 
he, in company with seven other pris- 
oners, managed to board an empty 
freight car, which was moved into the 
former stockyard. This was while he 
was being worked under a German 
guard. 

The fugitives rode this car to a near- 
by station and there crawled off. They 
then proceeded to separate and man- 
aged, by means of speaking German 
and reading German newspapers con- 
spicuously, thus passing for Germans, 
to buy tickets to Stralsund, a German 
town near the Swedish border. From 
this town they were aided by friends 
to escape into. Malmo, Sweden, a sea- 
port town. 

In this place the same friends aided 
him in applying to a local aid society 
for transportation to the United States. 
It was found, however, that the best 
course to pursue would be to go 
through Denmark. ‘ = 

Accordingly, Schawitz was secreted 
into Copenhagen, where he was again 
befriended by another aid society. This 
time he was successful in his efforts 
to get transportation to America, but 
was forced to go through Liverpool, 
England, en route to this country. 1 

After several weeks he arrived safe- 
ly in Liverpool, in which city he wit- 
nessed the ixfitial rush of volunteers to 
the English flag. He again was en 
route to America in the course of 
about a week, and arrived safely in 
Philadelphia. 

Six months ago Schawitz volunteered 
in the army of his adopted country as 
a private in the medical department. 
He was later ordered to Camp Gordon, 
where he is serving as an aide to lieu- 
tenants at the new receiving station. 

“The war game is great,” stated the 
young Russian, “and I am in it for a 
purpose. I am going over to help 
America and also to pay some of the 
Germans for the cruelty I saw them 
perpetrate. in the prison in which I 
was interned.” b

The Signal Corps Is Planning to Make 
Stereoscopic Picture Record of War 


The signal corps plans to make a 
stereoscopic picture record of the war 
for educational purposes. It is hoped 
persons who have the necessary high- 
grade matched lenses will make them 
—— tat for this use by the govern- 

en 

Many libraries and educational insti- 
tutions have recognized the advan- 
tage of rte dager png pictures over or- 
dinary photographs for teaching pur- 
poses and have sets of them. It is in 
intended to make such sets of pictures 
of the present war available at cost. 

Stereoscopic photographie records 
have been made of every war during 
the past 23 years, the first having been 
in the Greco-Turkieh war 23 years 
ago. .Stereoscopic photographs have 
special value as military records as 
well as for educational purposes. 

The matched lenses of a stereoscopic 
camera take two slightly different 
views of a subject, as the two eyes 
do. Seen through the etereoscope, the 
combined views give a vivid impres- 
sion of depth which creates a strong 


psychological effect of reality. Looking 
at a stereoscopic picture one sees a 
subject with its distances just exact- 
ly as it was at thé instant it was tak- 
en, except only for color. No suc- 
cessful “faking” or “retouching” is 
— on a stereoscopic photograph 
ecause, even if changes made are ac- 
curately enough alike in each of the 
two sterepscopic pictures, and accu- 
rately enough placed in each to ap- 
pear as one through the stereoscope, 
the observer will see the retouching as 
something flat in the very front of the 
picture. 

The photographic division of the 
signal corps is prepared to buy matched 
pairs of Zeiss or Goerz lenses with fo- 
cal lengths of from 5% to 7 inches, and 
matched pairs of wider angle lenses of 
from 4 to 4% inches focal length. Per- 
sons knowing where such lenses may 
be secured, or having them themselves 
are requested to write to the office of 
the chief signal officer, photographic 
division, Mills building, Washington. 
District of Columbia.

WHERE THRIFT IS FAILURE. 


In his annual report to congress Post- 
master General Burleson points with evident 
pride to the fact that an audit of the post- 
office department shows a surplus of $9,836,- 
211 for the year—the largest in its history. 

The operation of the space basis system 
of compensating railroads for carrying mails, 
instead of the weight basis system which was 
in effect before the department placed profit- 
making above service, the postmaster gen- 
eral says, “is resulting in the direct saving of 
millions of dollars to the government.” 

But what does the public care about “the 
direct saving of millions of dollars to the 
government” when that saving Is at the ex- 
pense of good service? 

The average citizen doesn’t care so much 
about postoffice profit as he does prompt 
and efficient service. 

The Constitution has made an effort to 
find out just what is the trouble in this 
railway mail division, comprising the states 
of Georgia, Florida, South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee. Whatever it is, is causing inexcus- 
able delay in the delivery of the mails. 

The result of the investigation is amazing. 

In thé light of the conditions shown to 
exist, the wonder is that we are getting any 
mail service at all! And God knows, what 
we are getting is bad enough! 

Several days ago The Constitution’s at- 
tention was attracted by an address recently 
delivered by Clyde M. Reed, a veteran rail- 
way mail superintendent, concerning condi- 
tions in that branch of the postal department 
with which he is peculiarly familiar, after 
more than a quarter of a century’s service— 
during which time he has been superintend- 
ent of more divisions, it is said, than any 
other man ever in the service. 

In that address Mr. Reed said: 


“IT say again—and I am not overstat- 
ing the fact—that every competent and 
experienced railway mail service offi- 
cial in the United States believes that 
the service has been seriously impaired 
in the last year. I think part of 
that is due to the mistake of trying to 
substitute the space basis of pay on rail- 
roads for weight basis... The railway 
posta] clerk service has been discontin- 
ued upon branch line after branch line, 
which means that inter-communication 
between these towns is seriously im- 
paired. The service has been readjust- 
ed and overhauled, curtailed materially, 
even upon the main lines.“ 


— 


Mr. Reed was speaking in a middle west- 
ern city, and had particular reference to con- 
ditions in that postal division. 

To get at the facts regarding the railway 
mail service in this, the fourth, division, The 
Constitution went to the official records to 
gain light as to the “economies” practiced 
here. 

The resulting astounding tabulation, from 
official orders, is presented. elsewhere upon 
this page. 

it shows, in epitome, that in the four 
States of this division, 1,815.81 one-way train 
miles of single and double daily rallway mail 
service has been discontinued under the new 
“economy” policy! 

That 1,333.44 one-way train miles of 
double daily railway mail service has been 
reduced to single service, or “closed pouch” 
service substituted, or the efficiency of the 
service otherwise curtalled.

They are going to get such service only 
when a man is placed at the head of the 
department whose first principle will be to 
render efficient service. :

1,000-mile mileage book, the price of which 
is $20, and substitute in lieu thereof a 2,000- 
mile book, to be sold for $45—a flat increase 
of $5 per thousand miles.

NO TIME FOR LAMENTATION. 


Unquestionably there is considerable dis- 
couragement throughout the country brought 
about by the deplorable “blowing up” of 
Russia as an effective entity on the side 
of right in the current war. Expressions 
of lost or waning hope are all too common 
and heard all too frequently from men and 
women whose hearts are right enough and 
whose patriotism is beyond challenge. 

It is idle, of course, to attempt to min- 
imize the loss to the enemies of Prussianism 
in the Russian fluke or to belittle the seri- 
ousness of the situation as matters stand 
today, viewed from the anti-Teutonic stand- 
peint; but it is infinitely more idle to give 
way to pessimism. 

Fear nor doubt ever yet won a battle nor 
gained a point in a contest. Battles are won 
only by gameness, bolstered by physical re- 
sources and sound judgment. Of the former 
of these, America at this time possesses more 
than the rest of the belligerent countries 
combined, and as yet it has evinced no lack 
of the latter. That being the case there is 
no cause for any degree of alarm, and the 
Russian debacle should serve only to stimu- 
late us in our efforts and to intensify our 
loyalty and our determination to lick the 
kaiser. : 

It is true the failure of Russia to keep 
ite covenant with its allies means a tre- 
mendous loss. It probably means not only 
the loss of Russia's resources in men and ma- 
terials, but that much indirect—if not di- 
rect—gain to the enemy. And more than 
that, it probably means the liberation of the 
thousands of Teutonic soldiers taken prisoner 
by Russia in the early stages of the war, and 
who have since been confined in Russian 
prison camps. If liberated, of course, those 
men—most of them from the best of the 
Teutonic armies of the first months of the 
war—will probably again de impressed into 
the service of the kaiser. But what of it? 
It can mean nothing more than a possible 
temporary postponement of the inevitable 

The Russian situation in its every phase 
can mean only that our task will be a little 
more difficult than it otherwise would have 
been. 

Instead of discouraging us it should only 
quicken and intensify every loyal citizen's 
determination. 

Certainly the situation is no worse today 


than it would have been had Russia, Italy, 


or both of them not entered the fight in the 
first place; but infinitely better because of 
the destruction those countries visited upon 
the common enemy prior to their own 
reverses. 

The only thing to do now that Russia 


the T. P. A. for Georgia and Florida, and 
every member of the organization directly 
concerned, has appealed to the interstate 
commerce commission, on the bases of jus- 
tice, fair play, commercial and industrial 
expediency and patriotism, to deny the car 
riers’ petition. And their contention on the 
face of it is bolstered by arguments hard to 
get around—which in any event cannot be 
ignored. J. R. Bass and T. S. Logan, na- 
tional president and secretary, respectively, 
of the T. P. A., have wired their associa- 
tion’s protest to the national commission, 
requesting an opportunity to be present and 
protest in person when the railroads’ peti- 
tion comes on for hearing. 

It is pointed out by the association, 
among other things, that the carriers’ peti- 
tion makes no claim whatever that the 
present mileage book rate is not remunera- 
tive, and which appéars to the lay mind as 
a point having much significance in connec- 
tion with a request of this kind. 

The association argues furthermore, and 
with plausibility that is patent, that every 
traveling commercial salesman is in reality 
business agent for the railroads. While he 
is employed directly by the eommercial 
firm he represents, he is at the same time 
indirectly working for the railroads, since 
his vocation is to sell commodities, the 
transportation of which is directly and es- 
sential to the financial profits of the car- 
riers. Thus, it contends, the army of com- 
mercial travelers scattered throughout the 
United States, each man “working” his al- 
lotted territory and selling goods to be 
transported from a distant section, are en- 
gaged in stimulating trade and commerce, 
creating and increasing freight business for 
the carriers, and thus each is in fact, though 
not technically, a semi-employee of the rail- 
roads. : 

While, as everybody knows, the railroads 
of the country have responded splendidly to 
| the calls of patriqtism and the national de- 
mands, it must not be forgotten that there 
are mighty few citizens or other organiza- 
tions that have not done and which are not 
doing the same thing; and imbued with 
identically the same commendable motives 
as those actuating the railroads. 0 

The members of the T. P. A. have been 
hit as hard by the war conditions as the 
railroads have been, and they are trying 
fully as hard in their way and in keeping 
with their power and capacity, to help win 
the war.

PAYING FOR POSTAL PROFITS 


In order to ascertain as nearly as possi- 
ble the precise cause of the much-complain- 
ed-against inefficiency of the postal service 
hereabouts The Constitution has made a 
thorough investigation of the mail trans- 
portation problem within this, the fourth di- 


vision, which includes the states of Georgia, 


Florida, South Carolina and Tennessee, 

The result shows that since the postoffice 
department inaugurated its space basis sys- 
tem in place of the weight basis system 
for the compensation of railroad carriers 
of the mails, in this district alone 1,815.81 
one-way train miles of single and double 
daily railway mail service has been discon- 
tinued and the “closed pouch” substituted; 
that 1,333.44 one-way train miles of double 
daily service has been reduced to single, or 
“closed pouch” substituted or mails trans- 
ferred to other than mail trains; and 109 
rallway mail clerks have been either trans- 
ferred or dropped from the service.

Editor Constitution: There is not, at 
this juncture in the affairs of the country- 
at-large, a more interesting subject than the 
status of cotton. Crop and price are in 
every business man’s mind, and on the tip of 
his tongue also.. : 

Be it understood that the average cotton 
grower is, according to his educational op- 
portunities, quite as much a business man 
as the buyer of the fleecy staple. 

The size of the crop and the conditions 
under which it was produced have fixed the 
price for the current cotton year: Upland 
middling cotton is worth 33 cents a pound as 
it rolls from the gin. By January 15, next, 
it will be selling in New York at 35 to 40 
cents a pound. By July 1, next, it will be 
selling in New York at 50 cents a pound. 

Unfavorable weather conditions, lack of 
liberal fertilization, ete., superinduced a low 
average yield of lint cotton per so that 
the crop will fall short of 11,000,000 bales. 
The facts in the case point to a crop 10,- 
400,000 bales, 500 pounds weight, exclusive of 
linters. 

Take the five years immediately preced- 
ing the world war, 1910-1914, both inclusive; 
note the average annual yield per acre, then 
compare it with the average annual yield in 
1915-1916: 


In 1910 the average annual yield per acre 
was 35-100ths of bale. 

In 1911 the average annual yield per acte 
was 43-100ths of bale. 

In 1912 the average annual yield per acre 
was 39-100ths of bale. 

In 1918 the average annual yield per acre 
was 87-100th of bale. 

In 1914 the average annual yield per acre 
was 43-100ths of bale.

The world war turned the tide: In 1915- 
1916 we exported cotton goods amounting 
to $91,869,287. During the two years we im- 
ported cotton goods in the sum of 446. 
358,496. 

Previous to the war we sold quite two- 
thirds of our raw cotton. The war forced 
us to change that policy, and to manufac- 
ture more and better goods ourselver 
That is one of the many greatly needed 
lessons to which we are now bending our 
minds and energies. 

During the five years 1910-1914, ou: 
mills consumed 35 per cent of our aver 
age annual crop of cotton. During 1915 
1916, our mills manufactured 67 per cent of 
the average annual crop.

A radical view of the outlook? Study the 
factors in the situation—you will see that 
the suggestions made as to prices for cot- 
ton, the season through, are conservative. 

A few words about the crop for 1918 
Cotton growers can be perfectly loyal to 
the slogan “More and better food crops,” 
and, at the same time do themselves justice 
by making a cotton crop in 1918 that will 
be distinctively a money crop. 

The average yield of cotton per acre ts 
too low—inexcusably low. it can be and 
shculd be noticeably increased. It can be 
brought up to one-half to three-quarters 
of a bale per acre at least—-I mean the gen- 
eral average yield by states. 

The object to prepare for is one (500. 
pound) bale per acre. To accomplish that 
one has only to practice the best cultura! 
methods and bend himself to the work all 
along the line. 

Reduce the cotton acreage. and, bv 
thorough preparation of the soil, high fer- 
tilization, the use of the best seed, etc. 
make 25 acres, for example, do what 50 acres 
did in 1917. 

Provide an ample supply of high-grade 
fertilizer: in any event, save all the stable 
and lot manure possible. Make compost 
Use it intelligently, which is to say liberally 

lf I were using commercial fertilizer ! 
would apply 300 to 500 pounds per acre—the 
happy mean is 400 pounds per acre. 

Gay 400 pounds per acre: I would put 
down 40 per cent., i. e., 160 pounds, and 
bed on 1 When the cotton plants have 
been chopped to a stand and have recov- 
ered from the shock incident to that proc 
ess, I would run round each row with 4 
bull-tongue or small shovel—cutting three 
inches deep and in a line eight or ten 
inches from the plants; have a man follow 
with guano horn putting down 160 pounds 
of fertilizer per acre; have another man 
follow with sweep covering the fertilizer.

WORLD’S SALVATION 
DEPENDS ON POLES 


Official French Description 
of Germany’s Special 
Storming Troops Used at 
Cambrai and Other At- 
“tacks.

The English-speaking publics of the 
world are so unfamiliar with the condi- 
tions of eastern and southeastern Eu- 
rope that some of the greatest problems 
for the future, growing out of the world 
conflagration, remain of little import- 
ance to the United States and Great 
Britain—that is, of importance as meas- 
ured by understanding. Precisely this 
lack of knowledge has served to ob- 
eure the meaning of German peace 
proposals to Russia, as voiced by the 
German chancellor. 


“We expect,” aid Hertling, “that the | 


Lithuanian and Polish peoples in the 
eonquered districts of Russia will be 
permitted to decide upon their own 
form of government and follow their 
ewn cultural ideals.” This is the sub- 
stance of the statement, hedged about 
by the most non-committal of phrases. 
Now, exactly what did this mean and 
does it mean to the world? At the least 
it proposes a more momentous change 
in European territorial adjustments 
than followed the Napoleonic war. 
It means more. Thanks to the free 
use of the map, the map that has been 
frequently printed to accompany my 
articles, the American public has 
grasped something of the meaning of 
Mitteluropa. We are beginning to 
understand something of the danger to 
world liberty if Germany is able to ex- 
pand perpendicularly, speaking by the 
map; to extend her rule from Hamburg 
to Basra, from the North sea to the 
Persian gulf. But not yet has there 
been any sufficient education as to the 
meaning to the world of German en- 
pansion laterally, speaking again by 
the map. 1 
German Lateral Expansion, 
Now, the lateral expansion of Ger- 
Many is conditioned on certain basic 
facts. For a century Europe has been 
either at war or on the edge of war 
because of questions growing out of the 
slow but sure recession of the Turkish 
flood. One after another portions of 
the Osmanli empire, conquered when 
the Turk was on the advance, have 
escaped from the sultan. And each 
provinge that has thus escaped has been 
the cause of European dispute, amd of 
international rivalry, until we seé the 
last recession, produced by the Balkan 
‘war of 1912, succeeded by the world | 
conflagration, which is still proceeding. 
Now, conceive that a similar disinte- | 
gration were to take place in the Rus- 
sian empire with its vast area, with its 
tremendous resources, and it becomes 
ar that the Russian question may 
for the future infinitely more dan- 
‘gerous than the Turkish question has 
been in the past; that it may, for the 
balance of the twentieth century, re- 
place the old eastern question. And it 
is precisely this possibility which to- 


| 


day confronts the world and is the 
basis of present German policy. 
Like the Turk, the Russian has con- 
quered many races, like the Turk, he 
has failed to assimilate the races he 
has conquered, The Pole, the Lithua- 
nian, the Finn, the Rumanian of Bes- 
garabia, even the various divisions of 
Russians, preserve a varying degree 
of individuality and have not, like the 
Saxon and the Bavarian, the Rhine- 
lander and the Prussian, achieved a 
national consciousness within a com- 
mon empire. 
New National Movements. 
Accordingly, when the Russian unity, 
which was dynastic and governmental, 
was overthrown by the revolution and 
succeeded by a progressive anarchy 
which still continues to induce disinte- 
gration, the unassimilated portions of 
Russia promptly began to seek some 
other unity than the Russian-Romanoff 
unity of the past. Finland, Poland, 
Lithuania, Ukrainia, these are the first 
national movements. There will doubt- 
lers be others, but at this moment 
these command attention. 
In the face of this, German policy

tionalities united by a governmental 
machine and a dominant dynasty. 
Now, when the machine has been 
scrapped, the dynasty eliminated by 
revolution, Germany is prepared with 
a policy, while all her enemies have 
neither a policy nor a comprehension 
of the exact situation on which to base 
@ policy. 

This German policy is quite patent: 
what Germany seeks is to accelerate 
the peace of the disintegration to en- 
courage the several elements that seek 
independence, not alone in getting in- 
dependence, but in dividing and sub- 
dividing until the eastern world is] 
transformed into a series of totally 
divided races, mutually hostile, reduced 
to anarchy and capable of offering no 
reaistance to German penetration, 
whether peaceful or otherwise. 

Solution With Poles. 

And since there is one people in 
eastern Europe capable of supplying 
a new unity, possessing the cultural 
and the political capacity for creating | 
a strong and united state, the German 
policy is predicated upon the decision 
that this people must not be permitted 
to achieve this unity. And this people, 
of course, are the Poles. Twenty-odd 
millions of Poles inhabiting the Rus- 
sian, German and Austrian territories 
about the Vistula, joined with the sev- 
eral million Lithtanians, once included 
within the Polish kingdom, and the 
several races in whole or part dwell- 
ing also in lands once Polish, might 
easily, given unity for a brief period 
of years, build a Polish kingdom or 
republic as large as Italy or Prussia 
and bar the road to German lateral 
expansion.. More than this, were such 
a state to develop without the Ger- 
man Poles, it would unquestionably 
draw the German Poles to it and thus 
threaten to undo all the long centuries 
of German work along the eastern 
marchea oe 

Given this situation, then, it is posi- 
ble to understand the first German pro- 
posal to Russia for the making of 
peace. Germany is prepared to make 
peace with the Russians on the Bol- 
sheviki basis of “no annexations and no 
indemnities,” but with certain qualifi- 
cations. Poland— that is, Russian Po- 
land—must be permitted to seek its 
own form of government, in accord- 
ance with its own traditions. So must 
Lithuania. But if the Lithuanian be sep- 
arated from the Pole, then there is no 
chance of a development of a rea] Po- 
land, for Lithuanians occupy all the Bal- 
tic shores of the ancient Polish state 
not actually included within German 
frontiers, and the new Polish state, 
without a sea front, would be econom- 
ically at the mercy of the state which 
held not mefely Dantzig and Koenigs- 
berg, but also Libau and Riga. But 


Lithuania without a hinterland would 
be equally handicapped, would be mere- 


ly an insignificant state, dependent 
upon Germany for its existence, since 
it would alike bar Poland and what 
was left of Russia from the open sea. 
Prussia Divided Poland. 

Recall that Poland was partitioned at 
the suggestion and under the direction 
of Frederick the Great, orig y, and 
that Prussia was r ia tek of 
the two succeeding partitions. Recall 
that today Germany—that is, Prussia 
holds 4,000,000 Poles in slavery of a 
sort far more intolerable than that of 
the people of Alsace-Lorraine, and it is 
possible to understand how much of 
sincerity there is in the new German 
plea for the Polish people—of Russia 
Poland. 

There was once an American politi- 
cian who defined the attitude of his 
class to the public by the aphorism, 
“Give the people the laws which they 
want, but make them unconstitution- 
al” German policy now proposes to 
bestow certain blessings upon the Pol- 
ish people of Russia, but to bestow 
them in euch shape that they will not 
benefit the Poles and will lead to the 
ultimate aggrandizement of Germany. 
She is seeking to create about her a 
number of small states, incapable of 
independent existence because they

of the Petrograd-Warsaw railroad; 
finally, the southern boundary might 
conceivably be the Niemen river. This. 
would mean ineluding the Russian 
governments of the Courland, Kovno, 
Wilna. Livonia and at least portions of 
Grodno and Suwalki. 
A New Lithuania. 

This new Lithuania would have an 
area of some 60,000 square miles, con- 
taining a population of approximately 
seven millions, less than three millions 
of these being. Lithuanians and more 
than one million Poles. This would 
be a state ruled by a race, itself in 
the minority, a state which could not 
exist without the protection Germany 
would supply for a pride. In a word, 
this new state would be a vassal of 
Germany, and German control of the

Now, what of German Poland? This 
would de a state consisting of Russian 
Poland, with upward of twelve millions 
of people, to which might be added a 
portion of Grodno and a fraction of 
Volhynia, making in all a state of 
about the same size as Lithuania, but 
with a population approaching fifteen 
millions. But this state 1s to be direct- 
ly added to Austria and joined with 
Galicia, in which live some five mil- 
lions of Poles and four millions of 
Ruthenians. By this move the Poles, 
who hold the balance of power in Aus- 
tria, would be eliminated from Aus- 
trian politics, German control would be 
assured and the Czechs—that is, the 
Slavs of Bohemia and Moravia—would 
be helpless before their German mas. 
ters. 

To Austria Temporarily.

GERMANY’S STORMING 
TROOPS DESCRIBED 


A few weeks ago 1 printed in these 
columns a translation of an order is- 
sued by a German general describihg 
the organization of the so-called Hin- 
denburg “elastic” defense, which was 
furnished by the French general staff. 
Equally interesting, I think, is the fol- 
lowing description of how the Germans 
or ize their special storming troops, 
This also comes from a French official 
source, and was contained in captured 
German orders made public by the 
French war office. Troops of this sort 
were used by the Germans in their re- 
cent successful counter offensive at 
Cambrai, as on all other occasions when 
they have undertaken any offensive 
operation. 
Instruction of Troops

The purpose of the “School of Com 
dat“ was a double one: 

To exercise the men in the methods 
of attack, in the style of forming at- 
tacking forces, broken to all difficul- 
ties (the clearing away of obstacles.

and the cleaning up of trenches). 

School of Combat. 

To instruct the men in the handling 
of the numerous instruments which 
constitute the present-day armament of 
infantry: hand grenades, machine guna, 
light and ordinary; grenade throwers, 
light-weight mine throwers and even 
flame throwers. 

The ‘School of Combat” was dis- 
solved some days before the departure 
from Russia. Then men on instruction 
there rejoined their units.

Now, against such a program there 
is o protection in Russia. Lithua- 
nians and Poles are outside the calcula- 
tions of the Bolsheviki; her 
the knowledge of the millions who 
make up the inert mass of the Russian 
people. To part with them as a price 
of peace would create no protest in Old 
Russia, as it now exists. 

On the other hand, it is plain that 
if there be no policy to meet the Ger- 
man program there will be a new “Sick 
Man” in the European family 
new series of Eu 8 growing 
out of the German purpose to inherit 
all his estates. And there is, it seems 
to me, but one line of policy—that

And if the Bolsheviki 
succeed, as they may succeed, in de- 
stroying all governmental unity in that 
vast empire, we shall have not one 
but a dozen, perhaps a score, of fugi- 
tive states incapable of defense against 
Germany, We shall face the possibili- 
ty of a gigantic extension of Teuton 
supremacy over the Slav, with the erec- 
tion of a new state, resembling Aus-

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Dr. James W. Lee, Former Atlantan, 
Tells of Jerusalem, the Holy City 


Leading Authority on the 


Capital of Christendom |. 


Gives Interesting Descrip- 
tion of City Which Is Ap- 
parently About to Be Re- 
deemed by the Allies From 
Turkish Rule. 


Dr. James W. Lee, for many years * 
resident of Atlanta, is one of the best 
beloved citizens this city has ever 
known. While here he was pastor of 
Trinity and other Methodist churches. 
He was presiding elder for this dis- 
trict in the North Georgia conference. 

As a student of Jerusalem, the Holy 
City, its history, present conditions 
and customs, Dr. Lee takes foremost 
rank. His book on this subject is ac- 
cepted as the leading authority by 
students everywhere, having been 
translated into practically all modern 


languages. 
While Dr. Lee is now a resident of 


St. Louis, his influence will always be 
felt in Atlanta. The special article 
from his pen, which is published here, 
is of particularly timely interest. | 


By Rev. James W. Lee. 

At this time, when Jerusalem is be- 
sieged again by the Britigh, an article 
about the Holy City will Be read with 
interest. I spent a week in Jerusalem, 
in the year 1894. 

On Friday, October 2, 1187, just 730 
years ago, Jerusalem was surrendered 
to the Turks and has been in the hands 
of the Moslems ever since. It is very 
remarkable that after 730 years the 
Holy City is seemingly soon to be turn- 
ed over to the soldiers of the allie, 
British and French, again. 

Jerusalem is the city that, above all 
others, stands for the religious element 
in human nature. Man has always felt : 
that he was more than the beasts that 
perish, and Jerusalem is the perpetual 
witness to the intensity of this feeling. 
Inland, lifted up, rock-bqund and rock- 
undergirded, Jerusalem, by all the pin- 
nacles that have pierced the heavens 
from her temples, churches, mosques; 
by all the rocks that have gone into her 
massive wells; by all-the wars that 
have raged around her devoted inhab- 
itants: by all the blood that has red- 
dened her streets, and by all the pray- 
ers and hymns from the love of her 
saints, has perpetually. voiced man’s un- 
dying belief in God and the necessity 
he was under to love and serve Him. 

Often Destroyed, Always Rebuilt. 

No city has been 80 often pillaged, 
so often demolished; yet the smoke had 
hardly ceased to go up from her fire- 
swept ruins before her people began to 
replace her palaces and to rebuild her 
walls. By turns the nations surround- 
ing her came up and emptied upon her 


and charity of their Master to love 
one another as they ought, the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre is held in trust 
for them all by the Sultan of Turkey. 

There is the Via Dolorosa, or the 
Pathway of Pain. This is the street 
over which Christ bore the cross to 
the place of crucifixion. It extends 
from the praetorium, the residence/of 
Pilate, to Golgotha, or from the Turk- 
ish barracks to the Church of the Holy 


Sepulchre. There are fourteen sta- 
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tions along the way, each one repre- 
senting some particular event in the 
last walk of our Lord on earth. It is 
strange that this short way should 
mark the beginning of western civil- 
ization. Here the world learned a new 


secret of strength and a new method 
of life. Here began the street which 


has extended through the ages, and 
along which healthy, theroic, trium- 
phant human life has walked ever sines. 

There is the Garden of Gethsemane, 
visited by more pilgrims than any oth- 
er garden on earth. The Garden of 
Gethsemane, where, the second man 
triumphed, balances the Garden of 
Eden, where the first man failed. Para- 
dise, lost by transgression, is replaced 
by the radise gained by obedience. 
The agony of Gethsemane meets ang 
overcomes the sin of Eden. These two 
gardens, because of their relations to 
the moral history of man, have be- 
come immortal. 

The Message of Gethsemane. 

No emphatic disposition to locate the 
Garden of Eden has manifested itself. 
Men are not much inclined to make 
pilgramages to the places which regis- 
ter the beginning of their lapses and 
wanderings, but the Garden of Gethsem- 
ane has been fixed by the devotion and 
sentiment of nearly 1,600 years. Strat- 
.ford-on-Avon will ever be dear to the 
human race, for there lived the man 
whose creations have enriched the com- 
mon mind; but Gethsemane stands 
unrivaled and unapproached in human 
affection, because from thence came the 
report that it is impossible for God 
ever to cease to love sinners. The in- 
timation from heaven, given in the 
agony of the last prayer in Gethsem- 
ane, that God takes an interest in 


the affairs of men, is the secret that 
makes it the sweetest place on earth. 
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spite of it all, this city of the con- 
sicenee continued to weep and wail and 
sing songs and write prophecy and of- 
fer sacrifices. Her sufferings have 
made her great and have turned the 
very stones of her streets into objects 
of affection. For thousands of years 
human lips have been wearing away 
the stones of Jerusalem with their 
kisses. 

Jerusalem is a small city, and has 
never been large, but it has had more

with its temple covered with gold, 
sky, throughout all time, There is the 
Jerusalem of Nehemiah, built with the 
weapon of warfare in one hand and an 
implement of industry in the other, ap- 
pealing to the strenuous of all ages. 
There is the Jerusalem of Isaiah, 
breathing in prophecy and falling in 
tears, but rising in aspirations that are 
never to pass away. 

There is the Jerusalem of Jeremiah, 
changing with the cadences of his sad 
and mournful poem, but eternally fixed 
in the wailing and the tears of the 
prophet that God raised up to tell his 
native city of her sins. There is the 
Jerusalem of our Savior, with its tem- 
ple, its palaces of Herod, its Garden 
of Gethsemane and its Mount Calvary, 
permanent in the New Testament 
Scriptures. 

There is the Jerusalem of Titus, with 
its raging fire and mouldering ruins 
still burning and smoking in the glow- 
ing periods of the Historian Joseph. 
And then there is the Jerusalem of the 
Crusaders, with its songs and gallant 
knights living today in Tasso's verse, 
and loved today as in the time of Peter 
the Hermit. 

If we are to have any rational con- 
ception of universal history we must 
study it from Jerusalem. Condorcet 
said that had Xerxes been victorious at 
Salamis we might still be barbarians; 
and Gibbon remarked that but fo 
charles Martel's victory Mohammedan 
| doctors might today be teaching the 
| Koran at the University of Oxford; and 
| Pascal went so far as to declare that 
if the nose of Cleopatra had been 
shorter the whole face of the earth had 
been changed. 

Jerusalem the Beginning. 

Whatever may be our estimate ofthe 
‘fancies of these great men, it is beyond 
‘question that had it not been for Jeru- 
salem and the transactions which took 
place within her walls human history 
as we know it had not been. The 
initial stages of the great consumma- 
tion toward which all human activity 
moves were inaugurated ‘in Jerusalem. 

It is to this city of the Great King 
that the countries around the Mediter- 
ranean sea owe their charm and inter- 
test. Among the great cities of the 


past it was humble in position and small 


in extent. To the west of her stretched 
Egypt like a green ribbon for 2,000 


miles, producing enough wheat every 
i vear to feed half the world. Under the 
very shadow of her mountains lay 
(Tyre and Sidon, crowding with their 
‘ships every market under the sun.

A 
house-to-house Canvass was first made, 
the examination of water and milk 
and sanitary conditions generally was 
made and a report read and published 
for the information of the citizens, Dur- 
ing the campaign the County Medical 
society passed some very timely resolu- 
tions on public health, birth registra- 
tion, etc., which were sent to the legis- 
lature.

OUTLINE FOR STUDY ON WAR AIMS AND ISSUES 


The question of suitable programs 
for next year is a vital one to the club 
women of the state. The call to pa- 
triotic service has awakened such an 
overwhelming desire to respond with 
all the energies of both the individual 
and the club that many clubs have 
signified their intention to concentrate 
on war work to the exclusion of other 
activities for those clubs which are 
purely study clubs, the question of the 
year’s work is most admirably solved 
by the suggestive outline for study 
which follows; and it ‘will probably 
prove welcome to many other organi- 
zations in the state. 

It was arranged by Harriet N. Birch- 
olds, of Indiana university, and is 
recommended for study by the depart- 
ment of educational propaganda of the 
woman's committee of the National 
Council for Defense. It is most com- 
prehensive and interesting. 

The outline is as follows: 

Political Issues of the War. 

The Aime of America and the Allies. 
—Discuss our war aims in the light of 
President Wilson’s reply to the pope’s 
message. Should the United States re- 
main in the war until all of the aims 
of the several allies have been accom- 
plished—for instance, the acquisition 
by" Italy of the east coast of the Adri- 
atic? See President Wilson’s war mes- 
sage for a discussion of our aims in 
the war. 

“The World Must Be Safe for Democ- 
racy”—Does this mean that the Unit- 
ed States must fight to dethrone the 
kaiser and establish a democratic gov- 
ernment in Germany? What do the 
Pan-Germans mean by mitte] Europe? 
What dangers to democracy would re- 
sult from the creation of mittel Eu- 
rope? 

Censtructive Patriotism 

The Historical Background of. the 
War—How didthe wars of 1775, 1812, 
1865 and 1898 prepare the United States 
to take part in the present struggle for 
democracy? Discuss the European wars 
for demorcacy; the French revolution, 
the German revolutions of 1848, the 
Polish wars

Government control of the necessa- 
ries of life, food, etc. This includes 
the problem of the food administra- 
tor, fixing of prices; embargo on ex- 
ports of necessaries or articles of use 
in war, national prohibition, control 
of speculation by price-fixing and oth- 
devices. 

(Note—Government, as used here, 
does not necessarily mean the federal 
government. It means the unit of gov- 
ernment best equipped to handle the 
specific problem under consideration.) 

Public Health—Discuss the necessity 
for ‘maintaining and even improving 
present health standards. Show the 
importance of health campaigns, baby 
saving campaigns, visiting nurses; 
child welfare exhibits, tuberculosis 
campaigns. Why is the work of the 
federal children’s bureau of special in- 
terest at this time? Venereal diseases 
have increased 50 per cent in some of 
the warring countries. What meas- 
ures of social hygiene are necessary to 
prevent a like increase in this coun- 
try? Discuss the importance of men- 
tal hygiene in times of stress like the 
present. 

Home Problems. 

Food Conservation—Includes discus- 
sions on the subjects of marketing, 
elimination of waste in the kitchen, 
balanced diet, preservation of fruits 
and vegetables by canning and drying, 
preservation of other foods, kitchen 
gardens. What are the possibilities 
of direct purchasing with the help 
of the parcel post? Purchasing through 
municipal markets? Show how co-op- 
erative delivery systems may help to 
reduce the cost of living. 

Clothing Conservation—Includes dis- 
cussion on sewing, dressmaking, alter- 
ing and remodeling, dyeing, cleaning, 
repairing, textiles, millinery, buying. 

Child Conservation— This topic as- 
sumes especial importance during the 
war because of the physical and moral 
dangers which the war brings to chil- 
dren. Papers on this subject may in- 
clude discussions or parental care, in- 
fant care, milk stations, child hygiene, 
disease prevention, education, recrea- 
tion, juvenile delinquency. Several pa- 
pers might be devoted to these prob- 
lems.

The war will open up many “blind 
alley” occupations which will offer 
high wages for unskilled work. Young 
persons leaving school must be wisely 
directed away from such employment 
into work for which they have apti- 
tude and w gives promise of 
growth. 

Vocational Education—The war in- 
troduces a new problem into vocation, 
al training, namely, the problem of 
the returned soldier who has been 
wounded so that he cannot re-enter 
his former employment. What must 
the vocational school do for such a 
man? The demand for intensive agri- 
culture puts a new burden upon the 
agricultural school and college. The 
withdrawal of millions of men from 
civil life makes it necessary for wom- 
en to be educated to enter vocations 
hitherto open to men. 

Physical Education and Training— 
Discuss in connection with this the

schools and colleges. 

Continuation Schools—Deals with the 
question of evening classes and part 
time schools for workers.

Employment Bureaus—Discuss the 
relative advantage of public and pri- 
vate agencies. What has the federal 
government done to bring together the 
jobless man and the manless job? 

Industrial Relations—How has Eng- 
land officially. recognized the labor 
unjons? How can the United States 
government recognize the unions ! 
this country? Are strikes or threats 
of strikes wrong while the nation is 
at war? Are strikes preventable? Is 
there any danger to industrial demo- 
racy in giving extensive administra- 
tive powers to captains of industry? 

Social Insurance — Discuss the vari- 
ous forms: health, unemployment, ac- 
cident, maternity. 

Employers’ Liability and Workmen's 
Compensation—New- and dangerous 
trades will be opened to unskilled or 
semi-skilled workmen.

Mrs. Thomas J. Barksdale: F 
There are some things that have been 
accomplished, of whi we are justly 
‘proud. Washington has a splendid library, 
a free gift to the town, but up to this 
time it has been open only during the day. 
course the clerks and other working 
| people have practically no use of the books 
‘and numerous periodicals there. The ladies 
| of the Civic league took the matter in hand 
and by a series of entertainments have

to keep the library open at nfght during 
the winter months. 

[Our county was anxious to secure a com- 
,petent demonstrator to do the canning 
club work among the boys and girls. The 
board of education. had difficulty in raising 
enough money to pay the salary of such a 
demonstrator, so they came to the Civic 
league and asked for help. We responded 
with a gift of $25, which was all we could 
afford just then since there were many 
other plans on foot which required funds. 
I wish to say that the demonstrator whom 
we helped to bring has proved one of the 
best investments our league has ever made.

Patriotic Work. 

A junior civic league has been organized 
among the school children and we are 
hoping to see many good results from this. 

Last spring when President Wilson was 
calling on the women of our country to 
ald the cause by planting gardens, the Civic 
league took it upon itself to interest the 
negroes in the work. We secured from 
Miss Annice Lane, chairman of the conser- 
vation work in our country, several hun- 
dred packages of vegetable seed which we 
took out to the three negro schools. A 
little talk was made at each school and 
the seed were left with the hope that some 
good might result. At our county fair this 
year the negroes had a splendid display 
of canned vegetables and we learned with 
pleasure that most of these had come from 
the free seed which had been distributed. 

Through the Civic league a Red Cross 
training class was organized during the 
summer. Two of the doctors kindly gave 
their time and I think the ladies who took 
the course in first aid to the injured feel 
repaid for the time spent on it. 

During the summer months we paid a 
canning .demonstrator to give lessons on 
canning and preserving. These were very 
profitable. 

Two dollars have been sent to the Tal- 
lulah Falls school. 
Constant efforts are being made 
beautify public squares and parks. The 
Civic league has taken in charge the ceme- 
tery, the courthouse square, the library 
park and the school yard. These have been 
greatly improved and by another year will 

be really beautiful. 

About four years ago our main street was 
paved and in spite of all the women could 
do the trees were cut down.

school library open all summer, besties 
donating many valuable additions. This 
has been done for many school libra- 
ries by various clubs in the district, 
and the Council of Jewish Women as- 
sisted the Rotarians in establishing 
their soldiers’ library in a downtown 
building Atlanta Woman’s club sends 
a $100 encyclopaedia to Tallulah. 

Fourteen clubs did all in their power 
for the passage of the age of consent“ 
and other important bills. The fail- 
ure of these is an argument for direct 
franchise for women, rather than the 
indirect methods which bring such 
disappointment and injustice to wom- 
anhood. . 

During the summer three clubs kept 
playgrounds open for the kiddies. 

Inman Park Girls’ club took first 
$75, for a beautiful booth in 
The woman’s work, South- 
eastern fair, undertaken in the name 
of the G. F C. and carried through 
by Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, was a great 
triumph for the federation. In every 
department the increase on both —.— 
tity and quality of exhibits reflects 
great credit both on Mrs. Lumpkin and 
the women of the federation. 

Baby week has become standardized. 
Education, regarding the caré and pro- 
tection of our little ones, is wide- 
spread, and when the Atlanta Health 
club organized a permanent Baby week 
committee, with fine programs and fol- 
low-up work, the movement met with 
instant response and approval. 

We appreciate the quaint comment 
of the piomeers on Baby week. Grand- 
mothers can have no specified time; 
its an all-year time.” The city federa- 
tion had a parade, both educational 
and beautiful, in which valuable as- 
sistance was given by the Council of 
Jewish Women, Atlanta Woman's club 
and the Third Ward club.

wonderful painting, the Cyclorama, for 
future generations. 

I am sorry to say that the contrtbu- 
tions to our educational institutions 
have fallen short. We have not yet 
Jearned that war relief work must not 
be done at the expense of the educa- 
tion of some of our people, and that 
this very work makes the education 
of our own more vitally necessary. In 
spite of this, however, there are five 
kindergartens in the district, and six 
day nurseries supported by the Shel- 
tering Arms. which take care of 300 
children daily. The “Cecilta Willing- 
ham Nursery” opened in May and is 
doing fine work. The Childs’ home has 
instituted Kindergartens and play- 
grounds and the Free Kindergarten as- 
sociation keeps three schools up to 
highest standards in spite of the many

This has been an unusual vear, not 
only for the world, but for that par-

came Atilanta’s terrible fire. a calamity 
'which attracted national attention and 
‘sympathy. The club women responded 
instantly to the call for help: the shel- 
terleas were sheltered: those needing 
clothing. clothed, and the hungry fed. 
This took time. strength. enersy and 
monev, and Atlanta supvlied all most 
generously. Never was there better or- 
ganized nor better relief work done, 
and when it was over Atlanta was 
proud thet she had not had to call for 
outside help. 

The Music Study club has proven that 
the harmonv of musicians is not “all 
in their throats and none in their dis- 
positions.” for it has wrought in At- 
lante a musical reraAissance. The suc- 
, cessful series of civic concerts given 
last winter by artists of international 
renown, proved that the world loves 
good music. The series arranged for 
this winter are alreadv financially as- 
sured. The choral work of this club 
is also fine.

Added to the number of containers 
filled, we have a large report of fruits 
dried, eggs preserved, potatoes saved 
and hogs fattened. At a district meet- 
ing in July, held in Daft hall, 600 women 
were present and, with the aid of Miss 
Floy Shannon, Fulton county demoa- 
strator; Mrs. Cook, Miss Proctor and 
Miss McKey, of the agricultural school, 
every phase of conservation was dis- 
cussed and practical demonstrations 
given. At College Park a meeting was 
held for negro women, and practical 
demonstrations in caning vegetables, 
talks on drying, etc., given by the dis- 
trict president and Mrs. McLeod Rob- 
erts. At the district meeting, proper, 
in May, at the Theological seminary. 
we were the guests of the Woman's 
Study and Tenth Ward clubs—a de- 
lightful day! Conservation, the central 
thought ,and Mrs. Andrews, of the ag- 
ricultural college, gave the address on 
the subject. With Mrs. Black and 
Mrs. Eula Head, the district president 
visited Athens and addressed the stu- 
dents of the summer school on “Pa- 
triotic Conservation.” The club page 
for March was duly provided for. 

A booth was taken at the Southeast- 
ern fair, where, through the generosity 
of the clubs, approximately $150 was 
raised for the Red Cross work. 0 
clubs gave S of their store of 
canned fruits, vegetables, etc., and with 
the splendid help of the pan-Hellenic 
girls and Mrs. S. R. Dull, the whole 
amount was sold, netting the above 
sum. The compensation for all the 
hard work came in the ready and gen- 
erous response to the call for these 
things, and we are deeply grateful to 
all, especially to the DeKalb County 
federation, the Tenth Ward club, Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women and the College 
Park club for the quantity as well as 
quality of things sent. The money will 
be applied to hospital supplies and the 
boys “over there’ will have another 
evidence of tenderness and sympathy 
of the women in the home land. 

The patriotic work began in real 
earnest at the first call of the Red 
Cross. With but few exceptions, the 
clubs have not only served as individ- 
uals, both in the home and the down- 
town work rooms, but have formed 
auxiliaries and have kept at work 
through the heat of the summer months 
for the sake of the boys who have given 
the best they have—their lives—to their 
country. 

I have been struck with the mod- 
esty, orrather with the matter-of-fact 
acceptance of this great responsibility, 
for few clubs report Red Cros work in 
detail. It is significant that no detailed 
account is given of the hundreds of 
garments, bandages, knitted outfits, 
Christmas kits filled, etc., made and 
turned in. 

It is the work of mothers for their 
children, for at this time there is the 
protective and maternal in all love for 
the soldier boys, and the record is kept 
“up yonder” where are the other rec- 
ords of mother-sacrifices and evidences 
of mother-love! 

The . W. C. A. has put a Victrola in 
the . M. C. A. building at Camp Gor- 
don and has givén $50 toward the 
V. M. C. A. work. The Buckeye club, un- 
der its president, Mrs. Lotspeich, took 
a second prize at the Southeastern fair 
for a most artistic booth.

A Canadian battalion, just sent out 
from England, on their way to 
Wipers,“ went into billets about a 
mile from us. This was our chance. 
Stewart went over and challenged 
‘them to a game for the following Sun- 
day. The challenge was accepted. 


We had a week's time in which to 
strengthen some weaknesses and to 
teach the bunch a little “inside” base- 
ball. Then the Jinx popped up again. 

On the morning of the game with 
the Canadians, our cleverest infielder, 
the first baseman, picked up an old 
German hand grenade and brought it 
to the billet. This man was a great 
souvenir collector; always hammering 
at “dud” shells, trying to remove the 
nose-caps. 

Seeing him fooling around with the 
German bomb, I told him to throw it 
away; that one could never trust those 
things, and that I did not want to take 
any chances of losing a first baseman; 
but being of a naturally curious dis- 
position, he refused to do so. Taking 
the bomb out behind the billet, he pro- 
ceeded to take liberties with its 
mechanism; result, right hand blown 
off and another vacancy to be filled 
at first base. What we said about him 
would not be fit for publication. 

The game was scheduled for 2 o’clock 
and exactly at 1:35 Mr. Fritz plunked 
a stray “five-nine” shell into our in- 
field between home and first base, 
making a hole big enough for a limber 
to hide in. This meant picks and shov- 
els for all hands to fill in the hole. 

By this time a large crowd of rooters 
for both sides had lined themselves 
along the foul lines. The compliments 
that were wafted back amd forth made 
thé chaplain pack up and leave before 
the game started. 

Then the betting commenced. It 
waxed hot and furious. I don’t be- 
lieve there was a loose penny in the 
crowd after all bets had been placed.

Stew- 
art was shouting, “Leg it, here comes 
the ball,” as he slid into third base. I 
could not precede the runner in, so 
we trapped for a double play. Stew-

The Canadian rooters were tickled to 
death, their sarcastic remarks burn- 
ing into Stewart and me. Stewart was 
fast losing his temper. 

The first two Canadians struck out.

A sergeant of the military police was 
watching the game, and hearing the 
cries of the rooters he walked out on 
the diamond and asked Stewart where 
his helmet was. By this time Stewart 
Had completely lost his temper, and an- 
ewered with a sneer: “Where do you 
think it is? I sent it home for a sou- 
venir.” The sergeant explained to him 
that it was against army orders to 
be without a gas helmet, and that he 
had better put it on. Stewart would not 
listen to him, and answered: “Well, if 
it’s against orders, get them scind- 
ed.” The sergeant immediately put him 
under arrest and marched him off the 
diamond. 

Our hopes were dashed; I could see 
the game going west. We had no other 
good pitcher to put in. 

Upon seeing Stewart's arrest, the 
Canadian rooters kept up their gleeful 
shouting. We were sure up against it. 

Here was the situation. It was the 
last half of the fourth inning, and two 
were out. If, by luck, we managed to 
get the third Canadian out, it would 
be an easy matter for them to retire 
us in the next inning because our weak- 
est batting order was up. Then, the 
Canadians would come to bat and the 
slaughter would commence. 

I was in despair. Stewart must have 
realized that the game was hopeless 
unless it could be finished in this in- 
ning, because as he passed me he whis- 
pered, “Watch out for gas; I'll make 


told the umpire that according to the 
rules a pitcher bing put in “cold” was 
allowed four balls over the plate to 
warm up. The umpire agreed to this. I 
whispered to the Welshman, “Get out 
in that box, and take your time, de- 
laying the game as much as possible 
between.each pitch. Now, you are al- 
lower four balls over the plate in which 
to warm up. Slam ’em into me, but if 
vou put one of them over, our goose is 
cooked.” 


The Welshman was mystified, 
followed my instructions to the letter. 
He threw four balls which nearly broke 


up his hand and called, “Play hall!” I 
immediately went over to him and ex- 
plained that these four balls had not 
gone over the plate. He fell for this 
and agreed with me. After that rube 
of a pitcher had thrown about fifteen 
or sixteen balls, several passing me, 
which I chased to the billet to waste 
time, the umpire got impatient and the 
rooters were yelling like mad to carry 
on. I still insisted that none of the 
balls had gone over the plate, and the 
umpire was in a quandary. Just then 
one of our men passed in the rear of 
me and whispered, “Stewart says to go 
on with the game.” Wondering at this 
information, I started in. 

The pitching of that Welshman was 
awful. He hit the first two men up 
and walked the third. I was if despair, 
bases full and two out. Some of the 
Canadian rooters were jumping up and 
down, thrdwing their hats in the alr, 
and one fellow was whistling “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” This got my goat 
completely. 

Near every billet hangs a gas gong. 
This is a triangular piece of steel or an 
empty shell case. Beside this gong 
hangs an iron striker. Upon the sound- 


ling of the alarm, by striking on the 
gong with the striker, every man is 
supposed to put*on his gas helmet and 
repair immediately to his proper sta- 
tion. These gongs are to warn sol- 
diers that German poison gas is com- 


ing over. 
While I was sig- 


naling to my rube 
pitcher and de- 
seeching him to 
put one over, the 
clanging of the 
gas gong rang 
out. I dropped my glove, got off my 
chest protector, and madly rushed for 
my helmet and soon had it on, the 
rooters and players doing the same. 
Then I got wise. I remembered Stew- 
art’s instructions: “Watch out for gas. 
I'll make em hunt for their gas hel- 
mets.” The- nerve and daring of his 
scheme took my breath away. The 
Canadians had a mile to go to get to 
their stations, and belleve me it is 
no fun double-timing for a mile while 
a gas helmet is choking you with its 
chemical fumes. 

Well, those Canadians beat it, and 
so did we, but the game was saved and 
all bets were off. f 

I nearly smothered with laughter in 
my gas helmet.

Shortly after the stampede it was dis- 
covered that the alarm was false, and 
a rigid investigation immediately took 
place. But the Canadians had left and 
our money was safe. It certainly would 
have gone hard with the culprit had 
he been caught. As it was, our battalion 
got two weeks as extra fatigue on 
working and digging parties. 

Afterwards, I was let into the secret. 
Stewart had given Stein ten francs to 
sound the gas alarm, which, with his 
fifteen franca bet on the game, Stein 
did not have it in his heart to refuse. 

Many a time, Stewart, Stein and my- 
self had a quiet little laugh when we 
pictured the Canadians stampeding for 
their billets. 

Then orders were received to take 
over a new sector of the line, and base- 
ball was forgotten. The work in front 
of us was to be of the grimmest na- 
ture. 

Not long after that, in my first going 
“over the top,” Stewart was killed and 
Stein was wounded. I was also slight- 
ly wounded. 

Thus ended the career of the Fusilier 
Giants on the western front.

The first four volumes, which are 
historical, give exhaustive primary in- 
struction in which is shown the ef- 
fort for musical expression by the 
human soul from the barbaric to the 
enlightened ages, describing and il- 
lustrating the chief media of every 
people and epoch. The many explana- 
tions of the development of the art of 
music which run through all the col- 
umns may familiarize the lover of 
music with the fundamental. principles 
of musical theory, while the instruc- 
tion on harmony and form will pre- i 
pare the appreciative ear for greater 
enjoyment.

This strange thing—called a manifesta- 
tion by grand opera stars—happened on the 
afternoon of Jan. 7, 1917.

fell while the “Swan Song” from “Lohen- 
grin,” last of the Wagnerian “Ring series,” 
was reaching its finale. 

No one knew it fora portent then. No 


one dreamed that it was presaging the death 


of German opera in America, that it was 
forecasting war between the Americans and 
the Prussians, or that it was spelling woe to 


the virile conductor. 

The horseshoe of the Auditorium in Chi- 
cago was ablaze that afternoon, the pit 
packed and the galleries crowded with “Ring 
lovers,” for Wagner had been popular in the 
Chicago grand opera repertory that winter. 
The violent Hunnish strains of “Lohengrin” 
had been encored enthusiastically. Pollak 
was afire with artistic fervor. He had earned 
the name of the foremost conductor of Wag- 
merian music. He spurred his orchestra to 


an inspired rendering of the “Swan Song,” 


throwing his arms like flails, motioning with 
hand, head and-shoulders. In his right hand 
he beandished his favorite baton.

pine, almost a fetish with Pollak, for 
he never led an orchestra through 
the turbulent ‘mazes of Wagner 
without it. It may have been super- 
stition or it may have been merely 
habit; at any rate during the three 
years since he had come to America 
he would have refused to direct had 
his baton become lost. With it in 


his hand he felt confident that he 
would steer his men through the 
wild, shrieking “Valkyrie’s Ride,” through the 
hoarse, ruthless cries of Siegfried and Wotan, 
the swooning passion tyrics of “Tristan and 
Isolde,” the glorious wedding march from 
“Lohengrin” and the strident, brutal “Sword 
Theme” that played throughout the series. 
On this afternoon he, thrilling with suc- 
cess, beat the air with this baton and whipped 
the violins to greatér eloquence. . The finale 
roared and sang upward to the crash which 
would end the opera. The swan, serene and 
solemn, disappeared. Lohengrin, the knight 
of purity, mounted his magic boat and sailed 
away, back to the castle of the Holy Grail, 
while the lovely. Elsa, riven of heart, sank

Pollak wanted to get back to Austria. 
He felt the call of patriotism and obtained 
passage to Austria with a party bearing of- 
ficial permission to leave the country. Under 
an assumed name and posing as something 
that he was not he got to sea. But the long 
arm of allied watchfulness met him at the 
English Channel in the person of British 
sailors and picked him out of the party. The 
others, thanks to their established identity 
and recognized right, were permitted to pro- 
ceed into Austria, but Pollak was detained.
